Honours the bestowal on him, by His Majesty the King, of the Com- 
for Jews. mandership of the Victorian Order. The distinction is a 

signal tribute to the high position which Dr. Adler has won 
in circles far beyond the Jewish community; and it sets an appropriate 
seul upon the recent celebration of the Chief Rabbi's seventieth birthday. 
In one sense, perhaps, the honour done to Dr. Adler is particularly wel- 
come, for it is an honour done to the whole of the Anglo-Jewish ministry. 
Abroad, the decoration of Jewish ministers is no infrequent occurrence. 
But in this country the distinction conferred on the Chief Rabbi is the 


be pleasing to a profession which, noble though it be without the 
grace of earthly Kings, is yet not treated with the respect it 
deserves by some members of the community. Another gratifying 
announcement which followed hard upon the honouring of the Chief 
Rabbi was the promotion of Mr. Herbert Samuel to Cabinet rank. For the 
first time in Anglo-Jewish history a conforming Jew occupies a seat in the 
inner circles of Government. It is fifty years since Jews were admitted to 
Parliament; and the fact that it has taken half-a-century for a Jewish 
member of the legislature to reach Cabinet position is a little surprising. 
Whatever the reason, however, we congratulate Mr. Samuel heartily on 
the distinction he has attained—a distinction won by sheer merit. The 
promotion which he has received is, of course, a further testimony, if any 
were needed, to the absolute freedom of British Governments. from the 
taint of racial or religious prejudice. If we mention this point at all it is 
but to draw the attention of the Duma delegates now in England, to the 
splendid impartiality of Great Britain vis @ vis all its subjects. We hope 
the lesson will not be lost upon Count Brobinsky and his friends.

We, therefore, offer no sort of opinion upon the 
7 | Budget, nor venture to say whether we think 

that Lord Rothschild is right when he declares the Government's 
financial proposals to be Socialistic or Collectivist, or whether on the other 
hand Mr. Lloyd-George is justified in his contention that they area fair 
and equitable adjustment of the necessary burdens that have to be placed 
upon the taxpayers of the country. But we cannot refrain from saying 
how deeply we regret the manner—“ an equally characteristic display of 
impertinence and bad taste,” as the Times called it—in which the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer thought fit to repel some criticisms upon his 
Budget which Lord Rothschild had made. To be sure, Lord Rothschild, 
like anyone else who takes sides in politics, lays himself open to retort, but 
the traditions of the great otlice which Mr. Lloyd-George fills demand that 
the retort shall at least be the retort courteous. To apply to aman 
like Lord Rothschild who has grown grey in works of human kindness, 
language which would be deemed unseemly if used by the habitues of 
some village green, cannot add to the respect which it is essential should 
be felt for any man who is a Minister of the King. To see a Chancellor of 
the Exchequer butting at an opponent like some untamed goat at anyone 
who happens to cross his path is a pitiable exhibition. Fair criticism is 
one thing ; raging personal abuse, disregardful of the one upon whom it is 
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heaped, is altogether another. Mr. Lloyd-George would do well to give’ 


heed to the wordsofone of his predecessors in the office he holds: petalance 
is not sarcasm, insolence is not invective. “I think we are having too 
much Lord Rothschild” was the Chancellor's most genial taunt. “ Too 


much Lord Rothschild.” forsooth! What a very absurd gibe for the 


Chancellor of the Exchequer to utter! Here he is engaged, according to 
his own account, in devising means whereby something shall be taken from 
the very rich for the benefit of the very poor. and he claims that his Budget 
will effect this quite landable purpose justly and moderately. Yet it is 
while engaged in this work that he chooses to gibbet and hold up to ridi- 
cule a man who, not waiting for any Chancellor of the Exchequer or any 
Budget, has consistently for years placed a constant tax upon himself for 
the benefit of those less materially favoured—suchan impost as has earned 
for him the right to be regarded as a very prince of philanthropists. Could 


anything be more inconsistent? Who—except perhaps Mr. Lloyd-George— 


imagines that the action Lord Rothschild took was dictated by per- 


sonal regard for hisown pocket, or that he would view too narrowly any . 
_ proposal which he could bring himself to believe would relieve poverty. or 


would mitigate distress’. “Too much Lord Rothschild!” We shall 
recollect the epigram. Its supreme silliness will become patent to all men 
when next the heart of the great philanthropist is appealed to and responds 


as it always will and always has, by some huge gupertax, not upon others, 
but upon himself. 


- The Russo-Jewish Committee, which had already 
The Russo-Jewish suffered so severe a loss by the death of Mr. N.S. 
Committee. Joseph, has now been still further impoverished 
by the retirement of Lord Swaythling from the 
position of President and Treasurer. His Lordship has rendered splendid 
service during more than tue quarter of a century that he has been 
connected with the Committee. The period has been one of constant 
anxiety and recurring crisis; and it was fortunate that during that time 
the Committee should have had at its disposal the services of so 
devoted and experienced a worker as Lord Swavthling. Unfortu- 
nately the lapse of time sees no change in the Russo-Jewish situation 
such as would allow the Committee to cease its  labonrs. 
On the contrary, no-one can tell when a fresh period of stress and 
strain may be inaugurated. It is, therefore. a matter for the 
utmost satisfaction that Lord Rothschild has consented to succeed 
Lord Swaythling in the position of President of the Committee. The 
assumption of this new duty by one upon whose time and thought so 
many demands are continually made is one more testimony—if any were 
needed—to the unfailing interest which Lord Rothschild takes in what 
still remains the master-problem of the Jewish race. It is hardly 
necessary here todwell upon the extreme value of Lord Rothschild’s ofticial 
co-operation in the work of the Comimittee; bat our people, here and 
abroad, will feel intense satisfaction at this fresh service added to a long 
career of strenuous beneficence. Weare also glad to see that the Hon. 
Louis S. Montagu is to be invited to succeed his father as Treasurer of 
the Committee. The acceptance of this‘invitation wo.id perpetuate a 
connection with the Committee, which will always form a grateful memory 
in Anglo-Jewry. 


The interesting interview which we print this week 
the with Professor Joseph M. Asher. of New York, opens up 
Religious — afresh one of the gravest questions confronting 
Melting-Pot.” modern Judaism. For the space of a generation a 

process of national transplanting has been going on. 
Under the stimulus of persecution large nunbers of continental Jews 
have moved to the United States. The process has been welcomed by our 
people. It has given the emigrants a land of freedom, instead of a régime 
of oppression; and it has created a new Power, which may one day 
become a valuable leverage for the removal of the deadweight of perse- 
cution from those in the Russian ghettoes. But while the migration solved 
one problem it created another. It liberated the bodies of the emigrants ; 
but it also took from the great masses the hold they had upon the old 
faith. The transplanting was so extensive that philanthropy was 
not equal to the religious equipment of the new-comers. As Professor 
Asher points out, the immigrants coming into a strange land “ with its 
ready-made civilisation,” concluded that a religious basis was not 


necessary. The result is, so he declares, that 9) per cent. of the Jewish 
children of New York are without religious instruction. bs oung Jewry is 
growing up in a country where materialism has reached its most highly- 
developed state, in more or less complete alienation from the old faith, or 
indeed from any faith. The Jews have become free—only to become 
heathens. Americanisation means de-Judaisation.. The old religion 
emerges from the “melting pot” shorn not alone of all its vitality, but 
practically of its very being. Worse still, it is a case of the transformed 


-deformed ; and this change shows grimly in the character of the Jew 


as one of the results of what we may style his heathenisa- 
tion. Professor Asher gives several eloquent examples of what has been, 
and is, going on. Here, then, we have the result of assimilation in excelsis. 
It is one to make even the most rabid assimilators pause. We note that 
Professor Asher speaks of certain remedies being applied to the present 
chaos. Religious teachers are to be multiplied, Talmud Torahs are to be 
increased, and modern synagogues are to be established. We hope that 
these steps may be adequate to their purpose. But it remains to be seen 
whether they will enable Judaism in America to offer an effective 
resistance to the disruptive influences there at work. | | 


The Union of Jewish Literary Secieties held its annual ° 


The Literary conference last Sunday. The gathering is useful—if 
Societies. only as a reminder that the materialism of the day 

does not goaltogether unchallenged. Weare pleased to 
see that the attempt of a number of gentlemen to foster an interest in 


Jewish literature is still being persevered with. We are afraid, however, | 


that the task isadifficult one. With the best of goodwill towards the Jewish 
literary movement in England, we cannot resist a feeling of scepticism 
as to its real progress. After all, if we are to gauge the real state of 
affairs, we must get back to the constituent literary societies ; and one 
must be a case-hardened optimist indeed to pronounce these to be 
even in moderately good heaith,Everyone knows that in many cases 
the attendance at the lectures is wretchedly bad. The mortality of 
the societies is abnormally high. We notice that the Chief Rabbi at 
the annual dinner of the Union frankly declared that hitherto many 
of the societies seemed to have thought more of recreation than 
instruction. and there did not seem to be much inclination for serious 
reading. Lecturers, said Dr. Adler, with a subject of serious literary 
interest met, as a rule, with a cold welcome and scanty audiences. Who 
can deny the truth ofall this? The question is how are the societies to 
become more literary in purpose and less of a means for obtaining a cheap 
evening's entertainment. For our part, we hope that the literary move- 
ment will take a more distinctively Jewish turn, and in this connection 
we welcome the donation which the Union has voted to the Jewish library 
in Jerusalem. Wedoubt whether the movement can survive as a move 
ment partly for amusement, partly for discussion of subjects only of more 
or less general interest. We do not know that it would deserve to 
survive, for we do not need to take our general debates or our amusements 
communally. Let the literary societies appeal directly to Jewish senti- 
ment. They are more likely to succeed on such lines. {And even if they 
failed, they would have failed in a cause which was not only worth while, 


but which was at least the cause they had been called into existence to 
serve.

The Faleke Collection. 


Last Monday the nation became the richer by a magnificent collection 
of Wedgewood which, as announced in the Jewisit CuRONICLE of I8th June, 
Mr. Isaae Falcke, of 104, Gower Street, has 
presented to the British Museum. Mr. Faleke 
has been called prince. among collectors,” 
and this latest bequest of his is unique. It 
comprises about 350 pieces, all of the choicest 
workmanship and finish. 

Perhaps the jewel of the collection is a copy 
of the Portland Vase, a black ground with figures 
in white, and one of the very few of its kind in 
existence.

Such an answer, 
as the French would say, “ gives one fariously to think.” 

In its newly-elected President, the Jewish Historical Society of England 
has secured a scholar of the first rank. Dr. Hirsch succeeded the Chief 
Rabbi as teacher at the Jews’ College. He has been at his post for very 
many years, to théimmense advantage of all his pupils. In addition to his 
being a great Hebraist, Dr. Hirsch is a man of wide 
general culture. As a foreigner, newly arrived in 
England, he surprised his students into immediate 
respect when they discovered how complete was his knowledge of English 
literature. Like all real scholars, Dr. Hirsch is the personification of 
modesty. Dr. Hirsch does not write a line that is not carefully thought out, 
elegantly expressed and attractive to read. He will make an ideal Presi- 
dent of a literary society, and the fact that he succeeds one of his own 
pupils must be, to a man of his temperament, a source of great gratification.

VIENNA, June 27. 
INTERVIEW WITH THE CHIEF RABBI OF SALONICA. 


Rabbi Jacob Meir, Chief Rabbi of Salonica, has gone to take the waters: 
at Marienbad, and on his journey through this city I had the opportunity of 
a conversation with him. “The Jews of Salonica,” he stated, “are at the 
present moment faced with important tasks. They have to utilise their 
newly-acquired freedom to raise the intellectual and moral status of the 
community. Unfortunately, the means available are not in proportion to the 
There are still more than 2,000 Jewish children in Salonica who 

e without elementary education, as there are no means to hand for found- 
ie a school. The Jewish proletariat in Salonica are not hostile to 
education; on the contrary, they feel profoundly the lack of instruction 
and give as much as they can afford for educational purposes. The rich 
Jews do their share also, but all this does not suffice to assure at least 
2,000 Jewish children an clementafy education. The Jews in Europe and 
America would be doing a great and civilising work if they would come to 
our aid in this particular.” 

I asked the Chief Rabbi his views concerning the recent communications. 
from your Constantinople correspondent, and whether it was true that a 


_ restri¢tion of immigration into Palestine was to be apprehended. 
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“We Jews,” he replied, “are forced to suffer a great deal by the 
exaggerations of our own coreligionists. You in Europe do not understand 
At the present 
moment complete liberty prevails in the Turkish Empire, and the Jews will 
not have their freedom restricted. They are allowed to acquire landed 


property and to enjoy every privilege so long as they observe the laws of the 


land and are loyal citizens of the State. Now, directly the smallest plot of 
round of the Jewish papers, and the smallest property of two or three Jewish 
families is magnified into a colony. What wonder that such exaggerated 
reports should excite unrest in many Turkish circles! Turkey at the 
present moment needs peace, in order to consolidate its interests and its 
territories, and people are doing the Young Turks, as well as the Jews in 
Turkey a bad service by carelessly producing irritation through exaggeration. 
I have taken up this standpoint in a letter I,have written to Herr David 
Wolffsohn, who, in his reply, has expressed his complete agreement. Unfor- 
tunately, the Jewish newspapers, at any rate the majority, do not seem to 
have grasped the validity of this idea.” 
I asked the Chief Rabbi his views on the Mesopotamia project. 

“ Certainly,’ he replied, ‘“ Mesopotamia would be suitable for Jewish 
colonisation. But, here too, a great deal depends on the manner of pro- 
cedure. What is most urgently needed, I repeat, is moderation and coolness.” 

The Chief Rabbi, who is to stay in Marienbad for three weeks, took 
advantage of his brief sojourn in Vienna to confer with several communal 
leaders, notably Dr. Alfred Stern, the President of the community.

Henry Deutsch de la Meurthe for the founding of an Aero Technical Institute, 
and for the study of every form of aei ‘al locomotion with the view to bring- 
ing them to perfection. The Council has given the donation the designation 
of * Fondation Henry Deutsch.” It will be remembered that he has already 
presented dirigible airships to the State. |

THE PRESS AND MESOPOTAMIA. 


The Mesopotamia projeet of the Ito has attracted the attention of all 
the papers here. I have been amusing myself for some weeks in collecting 
cuttings from the daily Press which previously has not devoted a line to 
Jewish colonisation, but now prints every day telegrams from London, 
Constantinople, and Rome (!) and reports which contain a great deal that 
is inaccurate and very little that is illuminating concerning the scheme of 
Mr. Zangwill and the Ito, There is a great danger in the spread of news, 
so freely and stupidly concocted, and serious consequences may ensue if 

public opinion is further aimlessly, but, as it seems, systematically, led 
astray. Mr. Zangwill ought to take steps to ascertain the source of these 
mendacious Press notices, for they appear to emanate from one source. 

Here are some examples. <A fortnight ago the Berlin daily papers 
published a telegram from Rome informing us that Jewish millionaires 
proposed to purchase Cyrenaica in order to settle 25,000 Jews there. 
No, says the Berliner Lokul-Anzeiger on the following day, Jews are not to be 
settled. The Jewish millionaires want to excavate the art-treasures in 
Cyrenaica. There is no talk of colonisation. A little later all the German 
dailies reprint articles from the Roman Tribuna, which urged Italy to 
protest against the surrender of Cyrenaica to the Jews. The anti-Semitic 
Staatsbiirgerzeitung takes up the cry with “ Down with theJews!” Tojudge 
from a London telegram in the Vossische Zeitung, the American Zionist 
Federation is at least going to murder Mr. Zangwill. <A few days later the 
same paper anounces, in distorted form, the adoption of the Mesopotamia 
project. _ Now a few papers complain that Turkey, which has only just-com- 
menced to live, ought not to go in for land speculations. A Jewish paper in 
Vienna violently attacks Mr. Zangwill for having been the cause—by his 
Mesopotamia scheme—of the immigration debate in the Turkish Chamber. 
“ Caused?” asks another vehement journalist, “he did it on purpose, on set, 
deliberate purpose.” This is seen by anti-Semitic papers who reprint it 
with the heading “Jews at Home!” 
| Thege are only a few examples. But they suffice to show how easily 
readers may be confused and misled who know nothing of the Ito and its 
realaims. The educated public know Israel Zangwill as a clever novelist ; 
that he is a Jewish politician only the fewest know. It is to be hoped that 
some means may be deyised of setting the real facts before the public in 
order to put an end tothe present tohu-vebohu. 


THE ZIONISTS AND THE ALLIANCE ISRAELITE. 


As I mentioned in a previous communication, Privy Commercial Coun- 
cillor Ludwig Goldberger, in his address at the annual meeting of the 
German Branch of the Alliance Israélite, dealt with the efforts of the Zionists 
in the regenerated Turkey. He is of opinion that the Zionists are com- 
mitting a grave mistake by emphasising Jewish national aspirations at the 
present moment and making propaganda for extensive immigration into 
Turkey. This view was borne out by the communications from your Con- 
stantinople correspondent, which had attracted considerable attention here. 
Nevertheless the Zionists thought it desirable to protest against Herr 
Goldberger’s remarks, and organised a meeting for the purpose. Several 
Zionists who attempted to side with Herr Goldberger were shouted down. 
The proceedings were opened by Dr. Elias Auerbach who, in a dignified 
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speech, gave expression to the views of certain German Zionists in opposi- 
tion to Herr Goldbergér’s opinion. At the very moment, he said, an 
English Jewish paper reported that there was a possibility of a restriction of 
Jewish immigration; Turkey would be delighted to see acontinual increase in 
the number of Jewish immigrants. He had been assured as to this by the 
Commandant of Jerusalem. Ahmed Riza Bey had explicitly declared himself in 
favour of Zionistimmigration. Therefore, Herr Goldberger's remarks were an 
attack by the Alliance on the Zionists, but not only on them; it was also an 
attack on the Hilfsverein der deutschen Juden, the joint action of which 
with the Zionists annoyed the Alliance. 

This view was controverted by Herr M. A. Klausner, who defended Herr 
Goldberger against these reproaches. He said that the Alliance thought it 
was acting in the interests of Jewry when it raised a warning voice against 
the immigration propaganda of the Zionists. Ahmed Riza Bey had declared 
He paid a 
tribute to Herr Goldberger’s self-sacrificing public work. When a subse- 

quent speaker impugned the bona fides of the Alliance leaders, a scene of riot 
ensued, which was very unpleasant. Eventually a resolution was adopted 
protesting against Herr Goldberger’s remarks. The majority of the German 
Jewish papers did not notice the protest meeting, as meanwhile the debate 
in the Turkish Chamber had become known, :

All 
the Jews who carry on their business in the Arab quarter are to-day remaining shut 
up in the Mellah. The cessation of business is very serious for those who live 
practically from hand to mouth. The splendid harvests which promised us a year 
of abundance have been forthe most part destroyed by fire. The price of wheat 
was immediately doubled, and it isexpected that it will be raised still higher. <A 
similar increase in price has also taken place with regard to other cereals. As is 
always the case the Jewish qnarter is the one which is the most affected, and we are 
afraid of a return of the state of atfairs of two years ago. Anguish is depicted on 
every countenance; nevertheless, the Jews’ await possible events with a considerable 
degree of courage. Two Jews have been imprisoned by the order of Kaid Glaoui on 
the charge of having supplied munitions of war tothe rebels. I] learn, however, that

JEWISH IMMIGRATION. 

The Politische Correspondenz (Vienna) on the 19th inst., announeed 
that the Ottoman Government has rejected the request of a Jewish 
organisation in Western Europe to authorise Jewish immigration into Palés- 
tine. The Parliamentary Committee which had been charged with the eon- 
sideration of this important question also pronounced against immigration. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The Jewish deputy for Smyrna, who is also Secretary to the Chamber of 
Deputies, has founded a daily paper, with the title, of Ittihad (Union). 
Although it has only been in existence a fortnight, it has become one of the 
most important and most widely circulated newspapers in Turkey. Repre- 
senting the views of the Young Turks, the paper has been so successful, that 
its editor has decided to issue, in a few days, another daily paper—this time 
in French—under the title of L’Union. There can be no doabt that these two 
papers will be able to render valuable services to Ottoman Judaism, when it 
is necessary to defend its interests. | 

Yesterday the Chamber of Deputies elected a Parliamentary Commission 
of three members, which will proceed to Adana to open an Inquiry concern- 
ing the recent massacres in that town. One of the Deputies elected on the 
Commission is our coreligionist, M. Carasso, member for Salonica, who 
received 150 votes ; the other two members (Mohammedans) received only 50 
votes each. 

UNITED STATES. 

The following votes were made at the recent half-yearly meeting of the 
Executive Board of the Union of American Hebrew Congregations: 40,000 
dols. for the maintenance of the Hebrew Union College; 75,000 dols. to the 
Board of Manaters of Synagogue and School Extension; 1,800 dols. for 

_ expenses. of the Board of Delegates. A letter was read from the Board of 

‘Governors of the Hebrew Union College officially announcing the donation of 
50,000 dols. by Mr. Jacob H; Schiff, the income of which is to be applied 
toward the maintenance by the College of a normal school for Jewish Sabbath 
school teachers. 

District Attorney William T. Jerome, of New, York, was recently enter- 
tained to dinner by his neighbours and friends on the East Side. In the 
course of a speech he urged the Jews to lend themselves more to organisa- 
tion among themselves. The lack of that leadership which was necessary 
if they were to be of as much use as they might be in the American Common- 
wealth, had caused many young Jews to drift into Socialism. He suggested 
that Mr. Jacob Schiff should become a resident in the East Side and act as 
political leader of the Jews. ae 

Ata meeting of the Executive Council of the American Federation of 
Labour, the question of immigration was discussed. The Federation is in 
favour of restriction of immigration, and, as the result of the meetings, repre- 


sentations will probably be made to Congress to change the present immi- -

ODESSA, June 24. 

I have been shown two or three letters received from Kieff, in which 
the writers take a very pessimistic view of the new appointment to the 
Governorship of the Ukraine capital. It is, however, too early to judge the 
attitude of the new Governor, A. F. Giers, towards the Jews. It is not so 
much the City Governor of Kieff as the Governor-General of the Western 
Province who is responsible for the recent, wholesale and cruel Jewish 
expulsions from that city. 1 do not, of course, hold any brief for M. Giers, 
but I had a pretty intimate acquaintance with him when he was Assistant 
Gradonatchalnik to his infamous relative, Neidhardt, who, as City Governor, 
organised and directed the Jewish massacres in this city in October, 1905. 
Madame Giers is a sister of Madame Neidhardt. M. Giers disappeared with 
Neidhardt, clandestinely, in fear of his life. What I would observe in 
this connection is that in my many and frank conversations with M. Giers, 
he always proféSsed himself as opposed in principle, and from a humanitarian 
point of view, to the persecution of the Jews, and on more than one 
occasion he declared himself in favour of abolishing entirely the more 
oppressive and tyrannous disabilities imposed upon the Russian Jewry. I 
cannot, naturally, vouch for the sincerity of those utterances, but I shall 
certainly be much surprised if M. Giers, in his new post at Kieff, prove to be 
the extreme anti-Semite the writers of the letters above referred to believe 
him to be. It were more just, at all events, to give M. Giers a trial in his 
new office before condemning him. Since he left Odessa he has held a Vice- 
Governorship in Livonia. He is still a vety young man for the responsible 
position of the Kieff Prefectship; he is now in his thirty-seventh year. 
Madame Giers not only speaks Engtish perfectly, but she is well read in 
English literature, and is a strongly professed admirer of free British 
institutions.

THE HILLERSON TRIAL.: 

The great Hillerson trial opened at Grodno amidst remarkable scenes. 
Never before had a Russian advocate been called upon to account for his 
speeches in court. An exception was, however, made in the case of M. 
Hillerson, who is being tried for accusing the Russian authorities of com- 
plicity in the pogroms during the Bielostok massacre trial. The greatest 
lawyers of the Empire have assembled at Grodno to defend their colleague. 
Every legal body has sent its representative to the unique trial. Owing, 
however, to the absence ef a few important witnesses the proceedings were 

postponed at the reyuest of the counsel for the defence. 


THE DECLINE OF THE REAL RUSSIAN UNION. 

The Union of the Real Russians has received another series of rebuffs at 
the hands of the authorities. The application of its leaders to alter the 
constitution of the organisation with a view to affording the latter with 
ample means “ to force the Government to proceed on the road of law and 
order,” was rejected by the St. Petersburg officials. | 

The Government has also prohibited all political manifestations at the 
 Poltava fétes, and declined to allow the Union more than a limited number of 
official places on the old battlefields. The Real Russians hoped to be received 
in a special audience by the Tsar, and, owing to their disappointment, they 
now threaten not to participate in the festivities at all, and to massacré.Jews 
and intellectuels during the celebrations. 

M. Yuskevitch-Krasovsky, the notorious organiser of the Black Fighting 
Gangs, has been arrested in connection with the Hertzenstein trial. M.. 
Dabrovin has decided to leave Russia for a considerable period owing to 
his alleged ill-health, whitst M. Purishkevitch, too, has disappeared from 
public life, also giving illness as an excuse for his absence. The St. Peters- 
- burg Black Huadreds hope to suppress the murder scandals during the 

absence of their leaders, and with this object in view they sent for Count 
Konovnitzin, who is a great favourite at Court, to help them out of their 
difficulties. The semi-official Rossia maintains, however, that the Cabinet 
has resolved to proceed with its inquiry into the activity of Union. In 
_ addition, the Old Believers have replied to the Extreme Right of the Duma 
by seceding from the group, on account of its attitude to them during the 
consideration of the Freedom of Conscience Bill. | 
__ Perhaps the most striking proof of the downfall of the Black organisa- 
tions has been their defeat at the Kishineff municipal elections. Their rout 
in the home of the first Jewish massacre of recent years has been complete. 
Just a day before he died their notorious leader, M. Krushevan, learnt not 
only of the rejection of his colleagues, but also of his own failure to secure a 
seat on the Council. The news is said to have created a great impression on 
him, and his excitement resulted in heart failure. The Real Russians, how- 
ever, attributed his death to the fact that a Jewish doctor attended to him 
during the last few minutes of his life. On account of that allegation great 
fears were entertained in the city for the safety of the Jews during the 


funeral. The day passed, however, with very few incidents. The local 
Governor and General Tolmatcheff sent wreaths. 


THE FINNISH JEWS. 

The well-known Finnish deputy, M. Noarteva, who had been imprisoned 
by the Russian authorities, despatched a petition to the Diet requesting the 
legislature to emancipate the Jews. M. Noarteva is one of the best friends 
of our brethren in Finland, and it is not surprising that he found time for 
the consideration of the Jewish problem even in prison.

The holding of the meeting has been 
inspired by the recent Rabbinical gatherings, and it is expected that 
the scope of the discussion at the Conference will follow the lines 
of the ecclesiastical meetings, with the addition of the artisans’ 
and charitable problems. The original idea to convene a Congress of all the 
Jewish members of the Duma electoral colleges was abandoned, in view of 
the hostile attitude of the Russian government towards such a political 
gathering. It is understood, however, that the Ministry is very favourably 
inclined to the proposed gathering of communal workers. The arrangements 
of the conference are in the able hands of the distinguished advocate 
M. Vinaver.

Owing, 
however, to the monopolisation ofthe latter by batches of political suspects, 


Who receive the primary consideration of the Russian authorities, the 


emigrants are unable to be accommodated in the overcrowded trains, and 
they are obliged to remain in the Wilna prison. Several of them have 
already spent a few months in gaol, facing not only the horrors of Russian 
prison life, but also the danger of the typhus epidemic, which works with 
such devastating results among the prisoners.

SOUTH AFRICA. 
Immigration and the Education Test. 


yO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—I desire to bring to your notice the fact that many otherwise 
desirable immigrants arriving at South African Ports are not allowed to 
land, and are sent back to the port of embarkation by the local authority on 
account of their inability to pass the education test. Great distress is 
occasioned the immigrants, as also their relatives this side, besides which 
considerable expense has generally been incurred by persons unable to 
afford the loss which results. ; : 

Several cases have been brought to my notice lately, and I have 
approached the Colonial Secretary of the Transvaal on the subject. He has 
been unable to interfere, and immigrants who were respectable, and really 
required here, have been refused entry into the Cape Colony (en route for 
Transvaal), and sent back on account of failure to carry through the 
educational test. 

This cannot be too widely known, and | append the exact wording of the 
clause in the Transvaal Act, which is similar to the Acts in force in the 
maritime Colonies. | | 

Prohibited immigrant shall mean and include any of the following classes of 
Dereons xestring to enter or entering this Colony after the date of the taking effect of 
this Act :— | . 

(1) any person who when asked whether within or outside this Colony by a duly 
authorised officer shall be unable, through. deficient education, to write out (from 
dictation or otherwise), and sign in the characters of a European language an 
application for permission to enter this Colony or such other document as such officer 
may require; provided that for the purposes of this sub-section Yiddish shall be 
accepted as a European language. 

If someone on your side would take an interest in the matter; and 
endeavour to have it so arranged that intending emigrants could prove their 
ability or otherwise to pass the test at the oflices of the Agent-General for 
the Transvaal, Sir Richard Solomon, much heartbreaking would be spared. 


There is something pathetic in a person of respectability and good standing 


being allowed to travel so far, and then being refused permission to land.. It 
is better that the educational deficiency be remedied before the voyage is 
undertaken.

to the present position of Zionism, the political part of the movement 
was a most difficult part, and their difliculties were not the less 
that the Turkish Government had been approached by several 
parties, who all claimed to represent the Jewish people. First, Mr. 
- Zangwill sends memorandums to the Turkish Government asking it to 
hand over to his followers Mesopotamia with a charter of autonomy. Then 
Herr Wolffsohn is probably approaching the Turkish Government asking 
for a charter for Palestine. Then the lea ask for facilities for colonising 
Palestine, on condition that no autonomy is granted. So that with all these 
one could understand the difficulties he had alluded to. He believed, how- 
ever, the time was not opportune at present for any parties to approach the 
Turkish Government for any project whatever. What they required was 
time. One of the characteristics of the Jewish people was their impatience, 
and this fault was one of the greatest difficulties Dr. Herzl had to contend 


with. After having been dispersed for nearly 2,000 years he (the speaker) | 


thought Jews ought at least to have patience. A great amount of hard work, 
coupled with unity, were necessary to attain their object. They should try 
to settle as many Jews as they could in Palestine, give them a chance of 
becoming agriculturists, of becoming pioneers, to make the country as pros- 
perous as possible, and if that were attempted they would do more lasting 
and beneficial work than by mixing in politics. Dr. Herzl took up Zionism 
because of the Dreyfus affair. But they have also Dreyfus affairs «in 
Germany. Is there'a single officer in Germany belonging to the Jewish 
religion? Can a Jewish man become a Professor at one of the leading 
Universities in Germany? He answered that it was not possible. But these 
difficulties and drawbacks disappeared when the Jew becomes a renegade. 
It was sufficient for the Jew to renounce his religion unconditionally, for 
him to obtain any of those positions, Apostasy was in his opinion a despiec- 
able and cowardly act, but unfortunately there was much of it seen in 
Germany and other countries. Zionists say there is no salvation for the 


Jewish people, except they possess a home of their own; Palestine and | 


Palestine only is what Zionists look to as their only home, and the scheme 
before them was to re-establish the Jewish people in Palestine and again 
become a-nation. (Applause.) 


Mr. L. J. GREENBERG who was enthusiastically received, moved the 
following resolution :— 

That this meeting of Manchester Zionists hereby puts on record its unswerving 
adherence to the Zionist cause, and its utmost confidence in its leaders, and pledges 
itself to do all inits power to further and promote the existing Zionist institutions. 

He said it was a particular pleasure for him to be present 
at that meeting in Manchester under the chairmanship of their fellow- 
citizen, Dr. Dreyfus, who had become President of the English Zionist 
Federation under circumstances not of the pleasantest, and who had 


displayed much ability and urbanity of conduct. Dr. Dreyfus was 
well known to be devoted to the Zionist cause, and was. particu- 


larly anxious .to remove all differences amongst Zionists themselves. 
. With the great tact shown by Dr. Dreyfus and his interest in Zionism all 
traces of differences would, it was to be hoped,be swept away. Another 
reason he was pleased to be there that evening was because it had just 
been announced for the first time in English 
entered the Cabinet of His Majesty’s Government and filled an important 
oftice largely connected with Manchester.

What was the real work Herzl did? Perhaps they would answer he 
founded the Zionist movement to which he devoted his life. But he did 
something more than that. He laid the first stone for organising the Jewish 
people, by bringing them for the first time to an international Congress. 
That work was a great work, but when he found that by bringing them 
together he had raised elements of distrust--that was, indeed, a heavy blow 
to him. Nothing grieved him so much as the distrust of some of the people 
he had organised. How very stupid and groundless was any suspicion of 
Dr. Herzl. That suspicion arose in respect to East Africa. Looking at the 
matter at this distance, could it besaid that the offer Herzl received from the 
English Government, however undesirable for them, could have been 
thrown back at them without consideration with any decency? Yet

was raised. Some people called the East Africa project Itoism. But the East 
Africa proposition differed entirely from what had come to be known as Itoism. 
If he understood Itoists aright, they were anxious to provide a home for those 
Jews who cannot or will not remain in the place in which they live.

Mr. Zangwill denied this and 
said that the greater part of Jewish history was enacted in lands other than 
Palestine. When Mr. Zangwill spoke of the green: part he meant the 
greater part in relation to time, but if they used the phrase as they should 
who could deny that the greater part—the part that was greater as great- 
ness is rightly understood when worthily applied to any people—the greater 
part of Jewish history had been enacted in Palestine? (Cheers.) Now, a 
project had been launched for settling Jews in Mesopotamia, and Zionists 
had been invited to join. Whatever Zionists might do in that matter, he 
hoped there would be no thought of spending the funds of the movement in 
any colonisation outside Palestine. He had been opposed to the alteration of 
the statutes of the Trust because if they were altered at all they should 
at least have confined the area in which the funds of the Trust could be 
utilised to Palestine. He had moved a resolution to that effect at Cologne 
but could not carry it. The Trust had a sum of money which was not suffi- 
cient to colonise to the extent he hoped they would be able in Palestine. 
Where was the sense of spending money to colonise elsewhere? It was to 
him, too, a matter of principle. 


THE ENTIRE OBJECT OF ZIONISM 


was to re-nationalise the Jewish people. In order to do that, their colonising 
energies should be devoted to founding for them their homeland in Palestine. 
(Cheers.) They had critics who said that the Zionist movement was a mere 
dream. Well, he said let them dream. Out of dreams all the great things 
of the world had been accomplished. There were critics who called 

Zionists, fanatics. But fanaticism for a country was merely patriotism 
that had not got there. Critics told them they were attempting 
the impossible. Everything is an impossibility to the man who won t. 
Everything is a possibility to the man who will. It, had recently been said 
that the Turkish Governmert is looking with alarm upon the intention of the 
Jews to immigrate into Palestine. But they found the whole trouble was 
really caused by a Jew who was anxious to show himself more Turkish than 
the Turks, and who thought he could best do so by showing how unpatriotic 
were his feelings towards his fellow-Jews.

There was a great deal in the remark of 
Lord Salisbury, who, when told that the Jews wanted Palestine, replied, that if 
60 per cent. wanted it they could have it. (Laughter.) After referring in warm 
terms of praise to the self-sacrificing devotion of their leader, Herr Woltisohn, 
Mr. Greenberg said they ought to be content if they felt they were laying 
the foundations of something that may hereafter raise the Jewish people to 
their true dignity in the world, even though that could not be entirely 
fulfilled until long after they themselves had passed away. People who 
asked what Zionism had done and what it was doing, were merely superficial 
observers—they never looked beneath the surface of things to the founda- 
tion of things. They did not understand that in such an institute as the 
Bezalel they were laying the foundation of an art and acraft that will in time 
become Jewish. The did not understand that in fostering Hebrew as a living 
language they were laying the foundation of the common language of the 
Jewish nation in the future. They did not understand that in encouraging 
and supporting agricultural colonies they were laying the foundations 
of the class which in any nation was its backbone and without 
which no nation could be otherwise than a dependent. “We will pass 
away, but the ideals we are endeavouring to teach will remain. 
By Zionism our re-nationalisation will be accomplished, and then, 
in our own land, at rest and free, Jews will build up once again a 
Jewish nation, endowed with Jewish culture, Jewish thought, Jewish 
aspirations and Jewish hopes. Then the dark days of our people’s sorrow 
will have gone over to history.

work for the past twenty years, issued a circular to its Jewish outside 
employés, notifying that after July 8th of this year their services would no 
longer be required. The serious effect of that circular will be obvious when 
it is remembered that over one hundred Jews engaged in the tailoring trade 
will, after the stipulated time, be stranded. The same Co-operative Society, 
building a large clothing establishment in Broughton, Manchester, found it 
necessary tolay its foundation with Jewish labour, only in a very short time 
spontaneously to substitute Gentile females for our coreligionists, until 
to-day not a single Jew is allowed to cross its threshold. Efforts are still 
being made to prevent the work from being wrested from Jewish hands, but 
it is feared that these efforts will meet with failure. 


Under the heading of “A German in England” Herr Oscar T. 
Schweriner, of the Berlin Lokal Anzeiger, contributed to the 


London Daily Mail of Monday an article on Leeds. Describing 
the Jews and their quarter he says :— 


In Germany we have ro Ghettos at all, but I have already seen the one in White- 
chapel. Leeds Ghetto is as distinctly different from that as a coloured gentleman 
from a Chinaman. In this Ghetto there live Jews, and Jews only. The district 
cannot be called a slum by any means; the streets are fairly clean, and I saw no-one 
in rags, though 25,000 people live here together, as distinctly apart from the outside 
world as if they were still in Palestine. In the midst of the Ghetto, tower the big 
clothing factories. As far as the making of the clothes is concerned. they hold the 
whole trade in their hands. It is said that no suitcan be bought in Leeds that has 
not passed in some way through the hands of a Jew. In fact, they have created the 
trade. All the people I have spoken to tell me that they are a law-abiding set, who 
never give any trouble, and that they have certainly done a good deal towards the 
general prosperity of the town. And yet I could not help noticing on all sides a 
slumbering anti-Semitic feeling—and not in Leeds alone. I have qbserved the same 
thing all over the North. The feeling is not outspoken, sometimes indefinite, some- 
times denied, but in spite of all there it is. It does not at all agree with what I 
believe I have learnt of the English character, and [ cannot understand it. Of 
course, I am speaking of the people ony ; probably only of a certain kind of people ; 
certainly not of the authorities. The Jews do not receive Poor Law relief. They

| A case of alleged trespass came before the Stipendiary Magistrate 
Hull, ast week, when Mr. Phineas Hart, the accredited representativeof 
the Hull Hebrew Congregation, was charged, by the North-Eastern 
Railway Company, with trespassing on the excursion platform of the Paragon 
Station, Hull, on June 2nd. Superintendent Dobie prosecuted, and Mr. 
Gosschalk defended. Paul J. Drasdo, Emigration Agent for the North- 
Eastern Railway Company, stated that when booking the transmigrants, on 
June 2nd, he saw Mr. Hart, on the excursion platform, talking to passengers, 
and detaining them, when they ought to have been receiving instructions 
from witness. He sent for a policeman, to have Mr. Hart removed. Replying 
to Mr. Gosschalk, Mr. Drasdo said he had cautioned defendant several times. 
He had been a nuisance to him since the passing of the Aliens Act. P.C. 
Siddle said he was called by Rudolph Drasdo, Mr. Drasdo’s son, and when he 
requested Mr. Hart to leave, he declined to do so, and so he took him into 
custody. Mr. Gosschalk pointed out that Mr. Hart was engaged in purely 
philanthropic work among the aliens. He gave the transmigrants advice 
concerning medical examinations, ete. He had carried on his good work for 
nineteen months without interruption, and it wis only when through his 
instrumentality that a special kitchen was provided for the preparation of 
food for the Jews that Mr. Drasdo’s complaints commenced. Mr. Hart, in 
giving evidence, declared that the prosecution was an outrage upon public 
principles. Asked what was the nature of the advice he gave, Mr. Hart said 
he advised the transmigrants belonging to his own religious persuasion as 
to matters respecting their medical examination. Trouble had arisen in 
Hull, owing to the Jews refusing to partake of the food prepared in the 
ordinary kitchen. After some agitation a special kitchen had been provided 
for them, and it was then that Mr. Drasdo began to object to his presence on 
the platform. It was a personal matter, and he denied that he had refused 
to leave when requested. Mr. Drasdo, on being recalled, said that Mr. Hart 
had caused great inconvenience in the transaction of business. He persisted 
in giving advice to aliens when they ought to be booking and taking their 
places in the train. The Stipendiary said that Mr. Hart was evidently an 
enthusiast in the particular work he had in hand, but he had no permission 
from the railway company, and was therefore trespassing. On Mr. Hart 


undertaking not to repeat the offence, he was ordered to pay 10s., including | 


costs. 
The Rev. Dayan Hyamson visited Limerick last week. Mr.

LORD ROTHSCHILD BECOMES PRESIDENT. 


[Communicated.] 


A meeting of the Russo-Jewish Committee was held at 12, Portman 
Square, yesterday week. There were present :— |

The Jate Mr. N. S. Joseph. | 

Prior to the commencement of the regular business on the agenda, Mr. 
CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE referred to the irreparable loss which the Russo- 
Jewish Committee had sustained by the death of Mr. Nathan S. Joseph. Mr. 
Montefiore thought it unnecessary to refer in detail to the invaluable 
services which Mr. Joseph rendered to the Russo-Jewish Committee: and to 
the Community at large. He (Mr. Montefiore) had been privileged since the 
terrible pogroms of 1905 to observe closely Mr. Joseph’s wonderful capacity 
for work, and the thoroughness with which every task he undertook was 
carried out. Mr. Montefiore moved :— 

That a vote of condolence be passed with the family of the late Mr. Joseph, and 
that the Russo-Jewish Committee place on record the profoand grief which they felt 
at the death of Mr. Joseph, and their sense of deep gratitude for his splendid work 
on behalf of persecuted Russian Jews during the past twenty-seven years. 

Mr. OsWaLp J. SIMON, in seconding, said that he would once more like 
to express in public how valuable Mr. Joseph's work had been, not only 
during the 1905 pogroms, but also in those dark days in the eighties. It was 
perfectly amazing for anyone to have seen, as he bad been privileged to do, 
how strenuously Mr. Joseph had worked in conjunction with the Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Asher, Mr. Lionel Cohen, and other gentlemen, over twenty-five 
years ago. 

The CHIEF RABBI, who was greatly affected, said that what, perhaps, 
touched him most was the fact that on Sunday, 6th June, Mr. Joseph left 
his house in very inclement weather in order to be present when a deputa- 
tion from the Russo-Jewish Committee presented him with an address of 
congratulation on his seventieth birthday. Mr. Joseph knew then that ina 
few hours he would have to undergo a very serious operation, but he thought 
not of himself, and the words which Mr. Joseph uttered on that day, full of 
wit, and also kindly advice, would indeed remain historic. 

It was resolved that a copy of the above resolution be forwarded to the 
members of Mr. Joseph's family, together with a suitable letter. 

Numerous letters continue to be received by the Russo-Jewish Com- 
mittee from the several contributing Committees on the Continent, all 


bearing tribute to Mr. Joseph’s zealous work on behalf of the Russo-Jewish — 


Committee. 
Resignation of Lord Swaythling. 


To the deep regret of the Committee, Lord Swaythling has finally 
decided to resign the combined position of President and Treasurer, which 
he has held for many years. Lord Swaythling finds that although the duties 
are comparatively light, he feels, as he has been connected with the Russo- 
Jewish Committee for over a «uarter-of-a-century, “he should no longer 
stand in the way of a younger man.’ Upon receipt of Lord Swaythling’s 
resignation, a letter was sent to his lordship asking him to withdraw his 
resignation, but without avail. No alternative remained but for the Com- 
mittee to accept Lord Swaythling’s resignation. | 

Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE moved that Lord Swaythling’s resignation ,be 
accepted with much regret, and that it be duly noted in the Minutes that 
the Committee is deeply grateful for the extremely valuable services 
rendered by Lord SwaytMling for so many years in the common cause, and 
that a suitable letter be sent to his Lordship recording the thanks of the 
Committee for the assistance rendered by him at all times. 

The CHIEF RABBI associated himself with the motion, and referred to the 
extraordinary enthusiasm which Lord Swaythling at all times brought to 
bear on the Russo-Jewish Committee. 


Dr. A. WoLFr, in support of the motion, referred to the fact that in the 
early eighties Lord Swaythling, together with Mr. Nathan 8S, Joseph, visited 
Liverpool nearly every week to see personally to the emigration of Jews 
who had to leave Russia owing to the severe persecutions at that time. 

Mr. OSWALD J. SIMON alsosupported the previous speakers, and mentioned 
how very valuable Lord Swaythling’s services were in the early days of the 
Committee. 

Lord Rothschild Elected President. | 

Mr. STETTAUER reported that he had, after consultation with the members 
of the Executive Committee, approached Lord Rothschild, and invited him 
to accept the position of President.

In the Religious Melting-Pot. 


“INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE WITH 


THE REV. PROF. JOSEPH M. ASHER, OF NEW YORK. 

The Rev. Prof. Joseph Asher is one of the pillars of orthodoxy in New 
York, and his arduous labours there have necessitated his taking a rest-cure 
in Europe. During his brief stay in London he was good enough to grant an 
interview to a representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE. &.. 

Prof. Asher, our representative writes, has something of the appearance of 
an ascetic, though there is nothing of that kind about his ideals or his work. 
He has lived and laboured among men, and tried to teach them the OA MNS, 
the “* path of life,” as his synagogue in New York is called. 

Prof. Asher was born in Manchester in 1872, and was educated at Victoria 
University; Trinity College, Cambridge; Bonn University, and the Tal- 
mudical College, Kovno, Russia. He holds the Professorship of Homiletics at 
the Theological Seminary in New York, and has been in charge of the depart- 
ment of Philosophy and Ethies at that institution. 


A Ninety per cent. Deficiency. 


At the outset of our conversation Prof. Asher exploded a bombshell by 
making the alarming statement that in his opinion 0 per cent. of the Jews 
in New York would be lost to Judaism. ! 

On what do you base that view? I asked. | 

* Well, competent authorities such as Dr. Joseph Jacobs, Professor 
Schechter and Mr. Jacob H. Schiff have estimated that not more than 10 per 
cent. of the Jewish children in New York are in receipt of religious instruc- 
tion of any kind. My own investigations put the figure even lower. In 
order to understand the situation rightly you must know that our national 
education system is strictly secular, and that in the provided schools we 
have not even what in England is known as Cowper-Temple teaching, or 
undenominational religious instruction. Religious teaching has to be 
obtained outside, and unless such instruction is obtained the children will 
grow up absolutely ignorant of their own or any religion.” 


‘‘What are the Ten Commandments?” 

Have you come across such children ? 

“Only a little while ago a mother brought me her lad of about 13, told 
me he had attained that age and wanted ‘something done to him.’ She was 
under the impression that some mystie ceremony ought to take place and 
wanted me to arrange it for her.

ignorant of the very elements of. religious instruetion, even the part which 
is Supposed to be the common knowledge of every educated citizen.” 


Religious Bread and Cakes. 

To what do you attribute this absence of religious instruction ? 

“To several causes, It is mainly due to the abnormal growth of the 
community. Indeed, the City of New York has been unable to keep pace with 
the requirements of secular education. If the State with all its resources is 
unable to do that, there is some excuse for the Jewish community, dependent 
aS it is on voluntary help, failing on the religious side. The growth of the 
philanthropic class has not been proportionate to the increase of the eom- 
munity, and the resources at our disposal have been drawn upon for those 
direct physical needs that have to be met, even if everything else is 
neglected. Another cause is the waning of religious interest. When people 
find their civilisation ready-made for them, with a policenan at every street- 
corner, they do not sec the necessity ofa religious basis ; a conscience appears 
to them a needless luxury. They feel like Marie Antoinette, who said that 
at a time when cakes were to be had she did not see why the people clamoured 
for bread. So, when you have the exotic morality of civilisation, why go back 


to first principles, why cultivate a conscience at all ?” 


Jewish Heathens. 

How do the results of this situition manifest themselves ? 

‘They are to be seen in every class of the community. Some time ago I 
met, at the house of Dr. Felix Adler, a certain professor of a New York 
University, who told me that that week he had taken his children away 
from a private school because the pupils were so largely Jews. In my sur- 
prise and resentment T challenged him, and asked him how he could do 
anything so illiberal. His reply was that had the pupils been real Jews 
he would never have dreamed of taking his children away. But they were 


not Jews, and he refused to allow the race that had given him the Ten 


Commandments to take them away again. That was how he put it. He meant 


that the Jewish children at the school were thoroughly materialised, had 
become merely so many heathens,” | 


| Young Criminals. 
How about the lower classes ? | 


‘There the effect is to be seen in the necessity which has arisen in the 
last few years for a Jewish protectory, an institution similar in its objects 
to the Hayes Industrial School.

Ninety Thousand Jews Without a Synagogue. 


Can the synagogues do nothing to repair the deficiency ? 

“They could if they existed, but we are faced with the stupendous fact 
that on the East Side there isa population of 80,000 to 90,000 English-speaking 
Jews with not a single synagogue to satisfy their special requirements. 
There is not a single synagogue down town where an English sermon is 
given in connection with an orthodox service. One or two feeble attempts 
have been made to cope with this condition of affairs but they have gone 
quite on wrong lines. We need at least forty thoroughly-equipped, English- 
Speaking, scholarly ministers who could satisfy the needs of the old 
provide for the needs of the new.”

“ Nothing bat disaster. Let me contrast what happens in the case of

Americanisation and de-Judaisation. 


What is the case in America ? 

“In New York, the case is the direct contrary. Americanisation means 
becoming completely secularised and thoroughly de-Judaised in every way. 
There is not a single Jew in Fifth Avenue who will keep his Sabbath. The 
time has gone by when there was in New York a Sephardic hegemony who 
were at one and the same time splendid Americans and splendid 
Jews. As I say, the invitation to become Americanised is an invitation to 
hecome de-Judaised. The father may struggle fora time to maintain some 
of his loyalty to Judaism, but he does it to a large extent by consciously 
turning his back on the America he finds around him. When he gives up his 
boy to be Americanised he yields up all control over him. — He is an 
American boy; what can I do with him?’ is the pathetic plea in reply to 
every question addressed to a Jewish father or mother on account of the 
disorder, the lawlessness, the lewdness, or the unpleasant behaviour of their 
children.” 

I presume the parents become influenced as well ? | 

“Decidedly. The child soon becomes prosperous. and makes his way in 
the world. The master of the house is in the smallest fraction of cases the 
father.” 

How is it that you have a spontaneously formed orthodox congregation ? 
Could not another arise in the same way ? 

“TIT will explain that. The nucleus of my congregation was provided by 


German Jews who had known in their own country how to reconcile Western - 


civilisation with their Judaism. The Russian does not understand that, and 
cannot spontaneously combine the two. The solution of the problem can 
only be imposed on him from above, it can never spring de propria motu 
from below.” 

The Failure of Reform. 


Does not Reform Judaism offer anything tangible to the immigrants ? 

“So far as the immigrants are concerned, Reform Judaism does not 
count. I may tell you that during the whole of my stay in America I have 
seldom met a lay Reformer who was one by conviction. The Reform 
movement is living on itself. And if the temples obtain recruits it is solely 
for purposes of marriage, burial and Kaddish. The clubs attract more 
than the synagogues, though their influence, from a religious point of view, 
is purely negative.” | 
Up-hill Work. 


You have stated certain evils ; how would you remedy them ? 

“The work is very tedious and we have to start from the very beginning. 
Sefore we can teach we must have teachers, and the dearth of religious 
teachers has long been felt. We have to build our machinery to make good 
the deticieney, and Mr. Jacob Schill has given two sums of 50,000 dollars 
each to found training colleges for teachers in New York and Cincinnati. 
They will be connected with the theological seminaries in those cities. 
This task of the training of teachers was undertaken. by the New York 
Seminary, but it was found that it was not strong enough to carry on the 
work. Its local was unfortunate for the purpose. After the work had 
been continued for five years, this new movement was initiated. The 
second step is the inerease of the Talmud Torahs. This is being done very 
steadily and the «question is for the first time receiving adequate attention 
from the richer sections of the community. The Talmud Torah was formerly 
looked upon as a Ghetto product, something to be despised and kept out of 
sight. The third step is the establishment of modern synagogues in the 
Ghetto, which ought to be absolutely orthodox, so as not to alienate the old- 
fashioned Jews and yet provide for the needs of the younger yeneration 
There has-for a long time been talk of founding at least one model synagogue 
down town with an eflicient rabbi. The Theological Seminary is doing 
splendid work; especially has it done so during the last two years. The 
strides made have heen specially noteworthy. Every student that the 


Seminary can turn ont receives an appointment with very little delay; ina 


large number of cases they are already appointed to posts before gradation.’ 


Schiff the Omnipotent. 


Would not any of the existing congregations help to found new ones in 
the Ghetto ? 
“1 fear not. In New York everything depends on Jacob Schiff. 1 do 

not mean that he is the only giver, but givers take their cue from him. He 
does not altogether favour strictly orthodox synagogues, but I am quite 
convinced that anything else would be useless.” |

UNION OF LITERARY SOCIETIES. 


ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 
- The annual conference was held on Sunday at Jews’ College, Guilford 
Street. 

Dr. LIONEL D. BARNETT, President, in opening the proceedings, offered a 
cordial welcome to the delegates. He said that generally the work of the 
year had been satisfactory and they might congratulate themselves that 
their condition on the whole was one of fair permanence. He moved the 
adoption of the report, which was seconded by Mr. Ceci. A, FRANKLIN, Hon. 
Secretary, and carried after a brief discussion. 

Mr. F. S. FRANKLIN (Treasurer) moved the adoption of the balance-sheet. 
He was sorry to say that they were on a downward grade. Last year they 
had a balance of over £200, whereas this year it was only £180. The dona- 
tions were £20 less than the previous year. That was a serious matter from 
one point of view, as they could not extend their activities without the 
necessary means. Year by year the donations were getting less. The Union 
should really be self-supporting, but unfortunately the total reliable source 
of income was £31, the amount of the subscriptions 
societies, as against £37 the previous year and £45 two years ago. 

Mr. Cecith A. FRANKLIN formally seconded the adoption of the balance- 
sheet. 

Mr. LEON SIMON thought that as they had over £150 in hand, they ought 
not to be chary of trenching on that sum. The Union ought to lay itself out 
to spend money in promoting educational or literary work in any direction, 
whether or not it was conneeted with a constituent society. 

The Rev. L. MENDELSSOHN: said that the great fault of. the Union was 
legislating for other societies. If individual societies had a hand more in 
suggesting what was required a great deal more good would accrue. So long 
as the Council was limited it could not know what were the demands of the 
public. Until they could hit upon some expedient which would make the 
Union more popular, it was no use spending money on new schemes, 


Mr. N. LAZARUS expressed the opinion that more subs¢riptions would 


not be obtained unless the Union increased its literary activity. 

Mr. A. MORRIS (Manchester) said that his society received no benefit 
from the Union. Its membership had decreased by about 75 per cent., owing 
entirely to the nature of the lectures given and the difficulty of obtaining 
suitable leeturers. The Union received all the benefit from the provincial 
societies. 

Mr. J. LEVINE (Glasgow) remarked that the Council was so wrapped up 
in its own knowledge and ability that any criticism passed upon it was like 
water on a duck’s back. He could not understand why provincial societies 
should be asked to send donations. Year by vear the reports showed that

THE DECLINE OF GERMAN ANTI-SEMITISM. 


Of the 397 deputies of the German Reichstag, there are to-day only five 
anti-Semites who have the courage to declare themselves openly and 
honestly as such. Whoever has experienced the small pleasures and great 
pains of an electoral campaign knows from personal experience what little 
attraction the election-cry “ Against the Jews!” has. In election meetings 
the candidate has to promise what he will do for the weal of his con- 
stituents; no-one can live on the woes of others. Only in the two Hessian 
distriets and in Sachsen-Weimar can any business be done with anti- 
Semitism. In almost all the other districts of Germany the electors as a 


whole refuse to give votes to a candidate solely on the ground that he is a 
dew-baiter.

whole Union was a sham. It wanted to form a Union of Jewish Literary 
Societies throughout the country, whereas in its action it was a Union of the 
Literary Societies in London, dependent for its machinery expenses on poor 
literary societies outside London. 

Mr. BERTRAM B. BENAS (Liverpool) explained that his society did not 
belong to the Union to help themselves, but because they considered that 
it should be a representative organisation which could do work for Jewish 
literature in this country. 

Mr. tf. LIVINGStoNE pointed out that although the Liverpool representa- 
tive said they did not require the assistance of the Union they still had five 
lecturers down from London. , 

Mr. FLS. FRANKLIN replied to the points raised, and argued that when 
their income was decreasing it was only prudent to have a reserve find. 
The Union was prepared to send down lecturers to the provinces and to pay 
for them. 

After further discussion, the balance-sheet was adopted. 

The Rev.s. FRIEPEBRRG (Liverpool) moved :— 

Thatin future the Union hold only one conference annually, and that it meet 

alternately in‘London and the provinces. 
Mr. Friedeberg said that he had proposed a similar resolution at the Liver- 
pool conference, where it was carried by a large majority. He was, however, 
informed that it was not binding on the Union and could only be accepted 
by the Council in the nature of a suggestion. The fact, therefore, remained 
that the provincial conferences—or, as he preferred to call them, winter 
conferences—were not conferences at all. That was hardly fair to the 
provinces and would result in winter conferences dying out. Two con- 
ferences in the year were too many. They threw too much work on the oftice 
and made too many demands on the Hon. Officers and Council, the majority of 
whom ought to attend every conference held under the auspices of the 
Union. The conferences should be held alternately in London and the pro- 
vineces, aS when held in a provincial centre they would give an enormous 
stimulus to the Jewish literary movement in whichever town it might 
be held. N | 

Mr. J. LEVINE, who seconded, said that he had been advised by the Dean 
of the Faculty of Scotland that the action of the Council with regard to the 
resolution moved by the Rev. 8. Friedeberg at Liverpool, was illegal, as 
clause 16 of the constitution distinctly stated that “ changes may be made in 
the constitution of the Union at any conference.” It looked as if provincial 
conferences were held merely as a sop to prevent them grumbling too much. 
They would find that constituent societies would not retain their member- 
ship, and one of the chief objects of the Union—to weld together the literary 
movement of this country—would be entirely lost. If they accepted the 
resolution in the spiritin which it was moved, in order to develop the Jewish 
literary movement throughout the country, they must adopt it with the 
intention that whatever town was selected there would be as large, if not a 
larger contingent of representatives from London as they had from the 
provinces to the conferences when held in London. : 

Dr. S. DAICHES explained that the provincial conference was really a 
literary conference, whilst that held in London was the annual business 
meeting. He did not think the resolution, about which so much had been 
heard, had its proper place at the Liverpool conference. 


Mr. F. S. FRANKLIN pointed out that the meetings in the provinces were _ 


not really conferences but congresses, He thought the resolution an excel- 
lent one, but would people from London go to a provincial conference ? 

Mr. H. |. Wolff (Jews’ Hospital), said that the provincial conference had 
justified itself in each instance where it had been held. . 

Mr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS supported the resolution, and expressed his sur- 
prise that there was no notice in the report of the Cambridge summer 
meeting. When the Union was started, one of its most important functions 
was to do work in the provinces, especially during the summer months. He 
suggested the organising of literary meetings during August in London, 
when other societies were not meeting. 

At this point an adjournment was made for luncheon. On re-assembling, 
the conference further discussed the resolution, which was ultimately 
carried by a large majority. 

Mr. 8S, AHRONSBERG (Birmingham), moved, and the Rev. S. FRIEDEBERG 
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seconded the following resolution, which was carried :— 


That whether the annual conference be held in London or the provinces, a sum 


not exceeding £20 be voted byjthe Union towards the expenses of the conference. 
Mr. A. MORRIS (in the absence of Mr. J. I. Hart) moved and Mr. 8S. 
BRODETSKY seconded the following resolution which was carried. 
That the next annual conference take place during the first fortnight in July. 
Mr. LEON SIMON moved :— | 


That the Union adopt a Hebre 
the English name. 


_ It seemed to him a strange and regrettable oversight by which the Union 
was allowed to come into existence without having a Hebrew name. 

Dr. DAICHES, who seconded, said that he was not concerned so much about 

- the namée‘as about the spirit which should permeate the Union. The main 
cause of all the trouble was that the name “ Union” was so very vague. 

Mr. N. LAZARUS, moved that the matter be referred to the Council, but 
he could find no seconder. The original motion was carried by a large 
majority. | 

Mr. LEON SIMON proposed :— 

-That the Union give a donation to the “ Bezalel” or some other Jewish educa- 
tional institution in Palestine. | . 

He said that he regarded that resolution also asa matter of principle. 
He did not suppose that the Union would revolutionise Jewish education in 
Palestine, but he wanted them to recognise the principle that any Jewish 
institution in any country which was concerned with Jewish education and 
the spread of Jewish literature ought to show that it recognised the claim 
of Jewish education and Jewish literature in Palestine. . 

Mr. F. S. SPIERS, who seconded, said that they ought to have some formal 

' way of recognising their spiritual connection with Palestine. 

Mr. F.S. FRANKLIN hoped the resolution would not pass, for the Union 
to vote a donation to any institution would not be desirable as a precedent. 

Dr. DAICHES supported the resolution. | 

Miss T. GROENEWOUD said that they were not a Zionist institution, and 
did not recognise Palestine as the centre of Jewish life. For that reason 
they had no more right to help institutions in Palestine than in any other 
country. 

Mr. H. LESSER spoke in a similar sense. 

The Rev. Dr. J. HOCHMAN thought. the resolution should receive the 
support of the Conference because it would emphasise the fact that they 
recognised the necessity of supporting all efforts to create a distinctly 
Jewish intellectual life somewhere. 

Mr. J. GREENBAUM was of opinion that there were sufficient associations 
in the metropolis which needed support. If they wished to infuse enthusiasm 
for Jewish literature, they could not do better than support the religion 
classes. 

After some further discussion, it was resolved to give a donation to the 
Jewish library in Jerusalem. 

Mr. H. I. WoLrr moved :-—- 

That as the success of aSociety’s Literary Session depends largely upon the nature 
of the programine submitted to its members, the Union undertake ‘when invited‘ to 
send a representative of experience to attend in an advisory capacity at such meering 
of a Constituent Society when its programme is being arranged.

Mrs. ElctttoLZ seconded the motion, which, after a short discussion, was 
withdrawn by the mover, who said that he wouid submit it to the meeting of 
Secretaries to be held the following day. | 

The following resolution, which stood in the name of the Rev. S. Levy, 
was moved, on behalf of the Council, by Mr. S. AHRONSBERG, seconded by the 
Rev. 8S. FRIEDEBERG, and carried without discussion :— ; 


That Clause 10 of the Constitution be altered by the addition of the following 
words: ‘** The Nomination paper shall be accompanied by a list of persons recor. 
mended by the Council to fill the offices of President, Vice-Presidents, and Treasurer. 

The next resolution, in the name of Mr. N. LAZARUS, was as follows :— 


That the following sub-section ()) dealing with the aims of the Union be added to 
Rule III. of the Constitution : * 


‘The ascertainment of the views ofthe Constituent 
Societies on all literary, political, and social questions affecting the life of the English 
Jews as such, and the furthering of the decisions arrived at by the delegates of the 
said Societies on those problems. | 

On Mr. Lazarus rising to propose his motion, the Rev. S. FRIEDERERG 
asked for the Chairman’s ruling whether it was in order. Hesubmitted that 
political and social questions could not come within their cognisance. 

The CHAIRMAN ruled the resolution out of order. 

Mr. N. LAZARUS said that it had been approved by the Council. 

The Rev. 8S, FRIEDEBERG: The Council must abide by the ruling of the 
Chairman. 


Dr. DAICHES asked how it was that literary societies frequently had 


debates and lectures on political. and social questions, whilst at 


: conference they were ruled out of order. 


The CHAIRMAN replied that what the constituent societies chose to put 
on their programmes was their own business, but it was certainly not the 


function of the Union to ascertain the views of members on matters which 
were not of direct Jewish literary interest.

History throws an interesting light upon the significance of this 
Haggadic saying. This maxim may possibly have formed the actual text of an 
inspiring oration delivered by this Rabbi of the second century in connection 
with an historic literary congress held in his days. 


| Heaven was convened at Nitsa’s Chambers in the town of Lydda. 


' An Historic Congress. 

R. Johanan Ha-Sandlar, the author of this saying, lived during the period 
of stress and storm which culminated in the revolt under Bar-Cochba. This 
abortive attempt to regain the political independence of Judea affected also 
the educational life of the Jews in Palestine. Isaiah’s hopeful prophecy 
was receiving an ironic interpretation. For, “the Law was going out of 
Zion and the word of God from Jerusalem.” The academies of learning were 
broken up. The assemblies of the wise were disbanded and dispersed. 
Teachers and disciples fled to Babylon in search of securer soil for the tents 
of the Torah. But three years after the conclusion of the war and the 
fall of Bethar the heavy clouds suddenly lifted and a ray of sunshine 
broke forth upon the hills of Zion. The death of Hadrian, and the 
accession of Antoninus Pious as Emperor of Rome, heralded in 
a new era of peace for Judza. From ail parts of Babylon, 
from Nisibis and Nahardea, hosts of self-exiled disciples, including 
R. Johanan Ha-Sandlar, flocked back to the land of their fathers 
and to their old beloved seats of learning. The leading scholars met in 
preliminary Council in the Valley of Rimmon. They issued an urgent call 
to everyone concerned for the future of Judaism. “Let those who have 


already learned come and. teach, and let them who have not yet learned 


come and be taught,” ran the historic invitation; and a congress was con- 
vened at the Galilean city of Usha to inaugurate the revival of learning on 
Palestinian soil. The deliberations continued for some days and the con- 
gress closed with solemn addresses by the leading Rabbis, expressing 
gratitude to the generous hosts and doing honour to the respected guests. 
The delegates, who had frequently become involved in violent disputes, 
parted from each other in a spirit of closer friendship and deepened affection. 
They left the assembly imbued with new hopes and fresh ideals, encouraged 
and inspired for their sacred tasks, to open up centres of learning, to organise 
and maintain literary gatherings, to study and to teach the Law of God. 


Assemblies in the Name of Heaven. 


It was probably this great historic gathering, which called forth the 
famous words of our text : * Every assembly which is in the name of Heaven 
will in the end be established.” For Rabbi Johanan, one of its organisers, 


saw in this successful congress at Usha the resultant of forces which had 
_ been called into play by earnest enthusiasts within the preceding two genera- 


tions. He beheld inthis great Galilean gathering, and in the promising period of 
uninterrupted literary activity which itforeshadowed, the realisation of hopes 
and ideals that had been entertained and advanced under most unfavourable 


conditions at two similar assemblies held within the recollection of himself ° 


or of his older contemporaries. About: sixty-three years prior to the Synod 
at Usha, during the turbulent times whieh preceded the fall of the second 
Temple, a small band of zealous scholars, deeply concerned for the preserva- 
tion of the Jewish spirit, had met in the rooms of Hananiah ben Hezekiah of 
the family of Garon to deliberate and to take counsel together. Asa result 


of that meeting an effort was made to awaken the historic consciousness of 
_ the people, to strengthen a lofty pride in their nation’s past.

A seroll of post-Biblical 
events, the 731), a record of national heroie deeds was, contrary to estab- 
lished practice, written down in Aramaic, the language of the people, so that 
they might “consider the days of old, the years of ancient times,” and thus 
find in the recollections of the past sustaining hope and inspiring ideals for 
the future.

the. inspiration, the soul of life, and Jewish knowledge would give an 
impetus to rightful conduct. The assemblies had been held, but would 
the results prove of enduring value? Would the serious endeavours 
of the bands of idealists working against the strong currents 
of the age be crowned with success ? This seemed at the 
time somewhat uncertain. Feelings of doubt, nay, even of despondency, 
lurked in the hearts and minds of many a worker. 
did in the end bear fruit. They sprang up and became visible in the great 
literary revival at the Congress of Usha. For, it was the efforts of these 
assemblies of the past, uncertain and possibly unappreciated at the moment, 
which helped forward and rendered possible the resuscitation of the Jewish 
spirit, the inauguration of the new era of literary activity in the days of R. 
Johanan Ha-Sandlar. Our Rabbi well grasped this fact. He realised the ultimate 
value of every endeavour made by these who are inspired by high ideals and 
lofty aims. “Every assembly,” he exclaimed, ‘‘every meeting which is in 
the name of Heaven. has init germs of permanence.” Its results may for a 


time be questioned, its advantages may long be doubted, but in the end they 
will be established. 


The Literary Union—lIts Needs and its Ideals. 

I have selected this text in addressing the delegates to the Literary Con 
gress to be held to-morrow, in the fervent hope that the spirit it breathes and 
the historic events it recalls may serve as an encouragement and an inspira- 
tion to the few faithful students of Jewish literature, urging them to 
persevere in their zealous efforts for the ideals of Judaism, to continue their 
arduous labours in the face of indifference and in spite of all difficulties, in 
the full assurance that theirs is work in the name of Heaven and for the 
glory of God, and. must in the end be established. For, if a Union for the 
strengthening of the old and the creation of new Jewish literary centres, if 
an organisation for restoring the old Jewish ideal of the Democracy of 
Knowledge, was a strongly-felt need six years ago when the movement came 


into existence, this need has certainly not diminished at the present day. We | 


still need, nay we need all the more now, true literary centres to introduce the 
light of idealism into the varied spheres of Jewish life,to counteract the too 
absorbing material interests and to stimulate the intellectual instincts, to 
subdue and suppress the rise of selfishness and to interest many in the pro- 
blems of their people. We require the healthy influence of study circles to 
popularise Jewish learning, to stir up the Jewish consciousness, to awaken the 
slumbering Jewish spirit. We want a strong comprehensive educational 
agency for bringing into closer and more frequent touch those who have 
knowledge to impart and those who have need to gainit, Such high-minded 
aims, such lofty ideals inspired the ancient Jewish congresses to which I have 
alluded. They are the ideals which should animate the leaders and the mem- 
bers of the Literary Congress to be held to-morrow, so that our assembly too 
may become in a real sense a &W? 7°D)3 an assembly in the name of Heaven. 


< The Union’s Opportunities—the Jewish Study Society. 

; Two opportunities, more or less within its reach, now lie before Union of 
Literary Societies, for realising its hopes and attaining its ideals. The first 
and the most promising is the recent absorption by the Union of its sister 
organisation—the Jewish Study Society. Our literary instincts, our ideals, 
no less than our other divinely endowed faculties, need early cultivation and 
constant attention. An occasional lecture or debate, useful though it may 
be in itself, serves only as a temporary stimulant; it produces a momentary 
effect which soon passes away and often leaves the auditor mentally 
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exhausted. For a literary programme to be of lasting value an early 
systematic preparation is required on the part of the audience; continuous 
study is needed. Without a solid foundation the superstructure is likely to 
become weak and tottering. And just as I am inclined to consider any 
failing interest in the synagogue and in the cause which it represents as the 
inevitable effect of an inefficient and unsympathetic Hebrew and religious 
education for our children; in the same way as Il regard the indifference to 
religion on the part of the elders as a just retribution for our indifference to 
the spiritual needs of the young; even so, one might justifiably find in the 
lack of earnest and continuous Jewish study, more especially among the 
Jewish youth, the cause of the comparatively slow progress of the Jewish 
literary movement in this country. “If there are no kids there will be no 
goats,” says an old Talmudic proverb. If there are no young pupils there 
will be no elder disciples, no men or women imbued with the right spirit to 
receive the Shechina. Let, therefore, the Union put to the fullest use its 
newly-acquired study branch, and let its efforts be especially directed to the 
organisation of study circles among the Jewish youths. Enlarge the place 
of your tents, lengthen your cords and strengthen your stakes in the 
direction of the schools and clubs. Draw the Jewish children above school 
age through the portals of interesting Jewish study into the tents of the 
Torah, into the sphere of Jewish influence and Jewish idealism. For these 
youths are the potential members of your literary societies. They will 
become a source of strength to your movement in the future. The per- 
formance of such useful and godly work willstamp your Unionas an assembly 
in the name of Heaven, which will in the end be established. 
| The University Zionist Societies. 

And there is one other opportunity for widening the scope and 
intensifying the activity of the Literary Union. A new and, according 
to some, not an unwelcome element has arisen within our camp. 
The breath of Jewish idealism has swept over the centres 
of general culture. The hearts and minds of university Jewish 
students have become imbued with strong Jewish sentiment. They are 
filled with a desire to study the records of their people’s past, to dream the 
dreams of Israel's future. These stalwart bands of young Jewish idealists 
should be attracted to the Union's ranks, and be made part of the literary 
movement. Let us not be deterred by the avowal on their part of what may 
appear to some an ill-advised policy. The honest and the fair-minded among 
our Gentile neighbours will judge us not so much by the watchwords we 
proclaim as by the life we liveand the conduct we display. And the ideal 
which these young students profesahas proved a potent factor in bringing 
Jewish youths back to the fold in rallying them round the banner of Israel. 
Our intellectual young men and women are not over rich in Jewish idealism 
that we could afford to discourage any opportunity which imbues them with 
higher Jewish instincts, or disregard any force which makes them climb the 
mountain of the Lord, even though the way lies through the gates of Zion. 
The Union of Jewish Literary Societies should make an effort to enlist in its 
service these University Zionist Societies, who have as one of their chief 
aims the acquisition of Jewish knowledge and the spread of Jewish culture. 
For, the more varied the ideals, the more comprehensive the aims of the 
constituent bodies which form the Union--provided those ideals are pure 
and the aims are lofty—the more likely will this Union become an assembly 
in the name of Heaven. It will receive divine aid and divine blessing. And 
asa WU? DID it will in the end be truly and firmly established.

(Laughter.) He was filled with profoundest thankfulness to the Disposer of 
events allowing him to reach that age in the enjoyment of physical and 
mental health. An ancient Jewish teacher, the author of the “ Chavath Yoir” 
recognised that when he recommended that a man who had reached that 
age should repeat the benediction of Sheécheyanu. But he did not feel 
that since be had become seventy years of age he had become any 
wiser or any better. Why, then, had so much stir been made 
about that event? He was fully aware that the various honours 
which had been conferred. on him were tot on account of himself 
personally, but might be regarded as a tribute of recognition to the 
Jewish community. If he referred more particularly to one of those 
distinctions, he would ask them to believe that he was not desirous of 
obtruding his own personality. He felt that by that time they must have 
become a little weary of hearing about him even as the Athenians became 
tired of hearing Aristides spoken of as the just. But the incident to 
which he referred was not inappropriate to be mentioned at a literary 
gathering, inasmuch as it was of a certain literary and historic interest. 
Lord Morley in his biography of Gladstone, mentioned that in 1847 tne pro- 
position was made in the Senate House at Oxford, that the degree of honorary 
D.C.L. should be conferred upon Mr. Gladstone, and at the time, strange to

aS was evidenced by their various institutions, and surely last, but not least, 
by that Union of Literary Societies in whose honour they were assembled. 
(Cheers.) The Union proved that the historic consciousness still burned 
vividly in their hearts, and they felt and acknowledged the beauty 
of grandeur of: that great world-tragedy, the 


ang its literature. While this filled their hearts with profound 


+ thankfulness and a-certain degree of optimism he would not permit them to 


indulge the thought that everything was well. Unhappily, the literary 
activity of the Anglo-Jewish community was but small and meagre. There 
was the Jewish Quarterly Review, which had done so much to elevate Jewish 
scholarship in this country; unfortunately they had to bewail its demise, 
and the annual volume promised in its stead had not yet appeared. Its death 
was not due to any lack of munificence on the part of its joint-editor and 
proprietor, but rather, he feared, to the want of interest shown by the com- 
munity at large. It must be confessed that their literary output was 


small compared with wha¥ was seen on the Continent, and especially when | 


they thought of the 


Bopks “ MADE IN GERMANY.” | 

They did not dread this German activity; they only envied it. To give 
but one instance : Some few years ago he was asked by Mrs. Sydney Webb, the 
founder of the excellent School of Economies, to induce a Jewish student to 
write a treatise showing forth what the Jews had donein regard to the social 
and economic progress of the world. He was afraid they would have 
had to wait a long time for the volume to appear had they relied 
on English talent, but in Germany a most exeellent work had been 
written by Professor Caro on the Economie and Social History of the Jews 
in the Middle Ages and Modern Times, which contained a most accurate 
history of the contributions of the Jews to this science. This showed what 
the literary societies could do, because this book had been produced by the 
German Union, Our output was not only small, but was lacking in originality, 
They were eagerly awaiting Wr. Biichler’s treatise on the wise men of 
Sepphoris. He hoped the Union would stimulate more work and greater 
originality, and that the conference held that day would contribute to that 
desirable end. Hitherto many of the societies seemed to have 

More oF RECREATION THAN INSTRUCTION, 

and there did not seem to be much inclination for serious reading. Lecturers 
with a subject of serious literary interest met as a rule with a cold welcome 
and scanty audiences. This was not altogether a new phase in Jewish 
history, as the Talmud narrated an incident which illustrated the same 
failing. He hoped that the Union would help to bring about a change for 
the better. He congratulated the retiring President, Dr. Barnett, on his 


appointment as keeper of the Oriental books and MSS. at the British 


Museum, and eoncluded by wishing every prosperity to the Union during 
the coming session. (Cheers.) 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply, said that he was leaving the Union in full 
vigour in spite of the allegation that it was in articulo mortis. After a 
year’s experimenting, the corpse was still very lively, and he was leaving 


his oflice to be occupied by a gentleman who by his many-sided accomplish- . 


ments and learning was eminently fitted to superintend its palingenesis. 
His career had not, however, been one of unbroken suecess. The publication 
of the Literary Annual had had to be suspended for reasons of finance, but 
the Union hoped to publish a volume of essays by scholars of standing, dealing 
with successive periods and typical personages in Jewish history. He hoped 
it would be a valuable contribution to Jewish, general and historic literature. 
The reports of the constituent societies were by no means depressing. 
reading. Some of them had fallen on evil days, but most had done a great 
deal of ‘useful and wholesome work, and he therefore refused to believe that 


the Union, which was the representative of the intellectual and moral life 


of Anglo-Jewry, was either dead or dying. He went on to deplore the decay 
of Jewish life which manifested itself everywhere, and said that in order to 
ensure the separate existence of the Jews they needed an abundance of 
secular and Jewish knowledge. Jewish learning in these days showed signs 
of waxing “dry and exhaust,” though perhaps they were going through the 
darkest hour that preceded the dawn. He expressed acknowledgment of 
the work of his colleagues and of the enthusiasm of the delegates.

Having regard, however, to the magnitude of 
the proposed undertaking, and to the difficulty of estimating the precise cost which 
willbe incurred, we think the position will besufficiently met if a grant of not more 


_ than £200 be made to the (:eneral Committee in respect of the cost of heating, light- 


ing and cleaning. There is not, however, sufficient money in the evening play 
centres vote to meet this unexpected demand, and we have accordingly asked the

(d) That the general committee of the Jews’ Free School be informed that the 
employment of the day school teachers in the evening play centre should be avoided, 
if possible, but that the staff to be employed should be very carefully selected, having 
regard to the varied character of the children to be admitted to the school. 

(e) That the hecessary apparatus and material for the evening play centre to be 
held at the Jews’ Free School (Whitechapel) be supplied at cost price, if desired. - 


The Board of Education announce that they propose establishing a 
scheme for the administration of certain endowments at the school. —

The Education Supervision Committee report that visits were paid during the year 
to each of the constituent classes. ‘he system of inspection is commended in pre- 
ference to examination, though examinations by the Directors of classes are approved. 
The Committee have in view the institution of a leaving certificate examination for 
all the classes. Considerable progress is recorded in the educational efficiency of the 


classes, though the raising of the standard of the teaching is still urged as a. 


desideratum. Specimen syllabuses are appended to the report. 

At the meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue, which will be held next 
Tuesday, the Executive Committee will recommend a grant not exceeding £100 to 
the Union of Religion Classes, but that the Religion Classes of Associate Synagogues 
should not participate in the vote.

THE COSTERMONGERS' UNION AND 
THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—lI notice in your last issue that the Board of Deputies has sent a 
letter to the Commissioner of Police asking him to consult the Board before 
he approves certain bye-laws, which, it was stated, he is considering in con- 
nection with Sunday trading by costermongers. The representative of the 
Board of Deputies wrote: “ We should be pleased to make such observa- 
tions upon them,” as far as they affect Sunday trading. 

It is a great pity the step was taken, for the Board holds no warrant or 
title to speak in the name of Jewish costermongers. No-one would object if 
it spoke in the right way. What has been done may do them a considerable 
amount of harm, unless it is shown to be the act of persons who have mis- 
represented our policy. Jewish costermongers do not ask any special terms 
for themselves, either regarding Sunday trading or any other question, 
and an attempt to make such a line of difference is likely to be injurious. 
We not only disavow the right of the Board of Deputies to intervene, par- 
ticularly without taking the trouble to consult, as far as we know, a single 
costermonger, but. we repudiate the action of the Board, and, acting on the 
instructions of the Executive of this Union, | am writing to the Commissioner 
of Police to that effect, and other bodies of our class will support the view 
in the same way. It the Board wishes to help, it must do as costermongers 
wish, otherwise let it stand aside. It is exasperating to find meddlesome 
interference taking place by an organisation which would seek to be counsel 
for people who do not desire to be its clients. 

We do not require the Board of Deputies as spokesman, unless it con- 
forms to our wants. Nobody has craved its help. We get on very well 
without it. Perhaps the Board considers, with Lord Avebury, that we are 
an ignorant lot, unable to understand the meaning of words. Perhaps so, 
but, rightly or wrongly, we prefer to speak for ourselves in our own way. 
Clumsy, awkward and perhaps without literary polish it may be, Anyhow, 
if we do want anybody to present the case for us, we will ask them. In 
common parlance, it is rather cool for the board of Deputies to seek to foist 
itself off on the authorities as the protector and advocate of costermongers, 
Jewish or other. The reflection is not on the rank and file of the Board but 
on whoever has led them into this strange position. We have very serious 
complaint to make against the general official attitude of the Board. It has 
been done in your columns on previous occasions. The last time you, Sir, 
were moved to urge the Board to make some reply or at least give an 
explanation of the charges I made against the way it had dealt with the 
Sunday closing controversy. But not a word was tendered. 

The Board has suggested to the Commissioner of Police that Sabbath 
observance should be a consideration in allowing Sunday trading. Those 
of us in this Union who are Jews like our day of rest in its sacred character 
as much as anybody, but it is rather officious of the Board of Deputies pro- 
posing this as a condition of our being permitted to take our barrows and 
stalls out on Sunday. What right has it to suggest to the authorities 
that Jewish costermongers shall only be allowed to trade on a certain day 
if they keep the Sabbath? Frankly,some of us cannot. With many, Satur- 
day and Sunday count more for business purposes than all the rest of the 
days of the week put together. 

None of us would advocate Sabbath breaking wantonly, but the necessity 
of supporting a wife and children, or other members of a family, compels 
many a man or woman to go out in the streets, if not all day Saturday, on 
Saturday afternoon or in the early evening. And here is the Board of 
Deputies, without asking a word of a single soul, putting forward, as though 
it were empowered to do on our behalf, the very thing we are most concerned 
in fighting against, and treating us with the contempt and disdain which 
had been characteristic of the Board for along time. That we do not mind. 
But it is going a little too far when it. seeks to have a hand in legislation 
affecting us, actually putting forward proposals in our name, without thinking 
it worth while to ascertain our views on the subject.

Parenthood and Race Culture. 

Dr. Saleeby’s new book on * Parenthood and Race Culture” (an outline 
of eugenics) should be widely read. It constitutes the first attempt to 
define, as a whole, the general principles of race-eulture or eugenics, as con- 
ceived by Mr. Francis Galton, F.R.S.( whose services to mankind and science 
have just been acknowledged by the honour of a knighthood). The author 
ussumes that there is no wealth but life, that the culture of the racial life is the 
viral history of any people, that conditions of parenthood, specially as regards 


its quality rather than its quantity, are the dominant factors that determine | 


the destiny of nations. The Jews are spoken of as * the most conspicuously 
persistent of all races in the historic epoch,” and as having “ survived one 
Empire after another of their oppressors, but have never had an Empire of 
their own.” 

In a paragraph headed “The Survival of the Jews,” attention is called 
to “the unexampled riddle of the persistence and success, throughout more 
than 2,000 years and a thousand vicissitudes of the Jewish people.” Further 
on Dr. Saleeby says :— 

It has been asserted that that race or people decays in which selection.ceases or 
is reversed ; that in the absence of selection of the worthy for parenthood, no 
-pecies, vegetable, animal or human, can prosper—much less progress. _Now the 
Jews, the one human race of which we know assuredly that it has persisted 


unimpaired, have been the most continuously and stringently selected of any race, I 


suppose, that can be named. Every measure of persecution and repression 
practised against them by the people amgngst whom they have lived has 
directly tended towards the very end which those people least desired to com- 
pass. Other peoples found themselves prosperous through the efforts of their fathers ; 
the struggle for existence abated—with the inevitable result. But this has never 
been the case with the Jews. They have always had to struggle for life intensely ; 
and their unexampled struggle has been a great source of their unexampled strength. 
The Jew, who was a weakling or a fool, had no chance at all; the weaklings and the 
fools being weeded out, intensity and strength of mind became the common heritage 
of this amazing people. Secondly, there was everything to favour motherhood eal aol 
Even to-day all observers are agreed that infant mortality is at a minimum 
amongst the Jews: their children are superior in height and weight and 
chest measurement to Gentile children brought up amidst poverty far less intense in 
our own great cities ; in ‘a better material environment, but in a far inferior maternal 
environment... The Jewish mother is the mother of children innately superior, on the 
average, since they are the fruit of such long ages of stringent parental selection, and 
she makes more of them because she fails to nurse them only in the rarest cases, when 
she has no choice, and because in every detail her maternal care is incomparably 
superior to that of her Gentile sister. Given a high standard of motherhood in a 
highly selected race, what other result than that we daily witness and envy can we 
expect? Thirdly, the Jews do not abuse alcohol, and thus avoid one of the few causes 
of true racial degeneration apart from selection of the worst for parenthood.  M.H.

CONVENTION OF AMERICAN ZIONISTS. 


The annual Convention of the Federation of American Zionists was 
held recently in New York. A number of land companies, one in New 
York, one in St. Louis, one in Texas, besides others, had been formed for 
the co-operative purchase of land in Palestine. Dwelling on this subject, 
Dr. Harry Friedenwald, the President, said :— | 


It is for the Jews of the world to aid in the purchase and the development of 
land, it is for them to undertake the large projects for the redemption of waste lands 
but it is for them especially to improve the educational opportunities which will 
enable the rising generations to take their proper place in the development of the 
land and ofits people. The institutions that are already founded must be strengthened 
as well as guided and controlled by our wisest leaders. The opportunities for giving aid 
to Palestinian development are so great and our means are relatively so small that we 
should not allow any other projects to allure us. It is of interest to us that the 
Jewish Territorial Organisation has finally come to the realisation that the greatest 
opportunities for colonisation are in Turkey, and we shall look with favour upon the 
settlement of Jews in Mesopotamia or elsewhere in the Turkish Empire. But 
our own course of action is definite and unalterable. We shall strive with all our 
strength and all the means at our command to settle and upbuild the Land of our 
Fathers, for it is there that our love, our hopes and our aspirations are riveted. 

All resolutions involving suggestions to the next Congress centred 
round two motions. The first requested the Actions Committee to be 
moderate in its efforts to make the Zionist organisation responsible for a 
number of enterprises not specifieally national in scope, and that it devote 
itself to the upbuilding of the National Fund, of the capital of the Jewish 
Colonial Trust and to those investigations that are essential to a national 
occupation of Palestine. The second resolution declared it to be inadvisable 
to alter the wording of the Basle programme, and suggested that should the 
situation in Turkey demand a new declaration of a policy, the Congress make 
such a declaration. The first was adopted practically in the form in which 
it was submitted ; the second was carried in the following amended form :— 

We re-affirm the principles laid down in the Basle programme; if the present 
Turkish situation demands a special expression of opinion, the coming: Congress 
should adopt a resolution formulating the attitude and intentions of the whole 
Zionist organisation with regard to the furtherance of the work in Palestine. 

The principal otlicers elected were: President, Dr. Harry Friendenwald ; 
Vice-President, Dr. J. Magnes; Treasurer, Mr. XN. Taylor Phillips; Seere- 
tary, Mr. Joseph Jasin. : 

The American Hebrew, commenting on the Convention, says :— 

The meeting of the Federation of American Zionists in this city has proved a 
considerable success, when compared with its previous meetings in the past few 
years. New life has evidently been infused into the movement and a sturdy and 
healthy strain of criticism of the Executive Committee may lead to an .improve 
ment in this organisation, which has evidently failed to take advantage of the creat 
enthusiasm which has collected abeut the movement and has hitherto resulted in very 
little that can be ealled achievement. |

The Herzl Forest: An Appeal. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—We venture to address, through your columns, an earnest appeal to all of 
you who cherish the Zionist ideal at the approach of the fifth anniversary of the death 
of our never-to-be-forgotten leader, Theodor Herz]. 

Our ideal has made a considerable advance towards the goal of its realisation 
during the last few years. The conviction has forced itself upon all circles interested 
in the solution of the Jewish question, and even among those merely concerned about 
alleviating Jewish misery, that only the Jewish Orient is capable of providing the 
means of permanent relief. Both Zionist and non-Zionist organisations are develop- 
ing a greater activity in the land of our fathers than ever before, and the sun of 
freedom that has now dawned on the horizon of the Ottoman Empire will shed its 
genial rays upon our work in Palestine, and help it towards fruition. 

_ Our memorable leader was, unfortunately, not destined to witness this change of 


' events. His was a thorny path, strewn with countless disappointments. But he was 


always sure of one emotion: the grateful love of all whom he had helped towards an 
ideal of promise, and to whom he had shown a glorious way out of the terrible 
situation in which our people in exile is sighing. — 

We do not wish to thank him with words. The Jewish people must reflect 
seriously upon its duty and manifest its earnest will by action.. “It must apply its 
whole strength to take advantage of the present moment. The tasks awaiting us are 
by no means few, and we have to appeal to self-sacrifice for various Zionist objects. 

To-day, however, on the eve of the anniversary of the death of Herzl, we should 
bring a Palestine offering that will bestow honour upon the great man. For some 
years now contributions have been collected for the planting of a Herzl Forest which 
is to comprise 100,000 trees, but so far not even one-fifth of this plantation has been 
secured. Had everyone done his duty and contributed to the honour of the great man 
at least one tree a year on the anniversary of his death, as every son should do on the 
anniversary of the death of his father. we should long ago have been able to entrust 
this gift to the land of Palestine for further development. 

The small subscription that we ask for will not only confer honour upon Herz], 
but it will likewise form a contribution to the work of colonisation, the importance 
of which has not been sufficiently appreciated yet even among Zionists. 

The Olive Tree Fund enables us to acquire an assured and high profit from our 
landed property in Palestine, although we can cultivate olive trees at less expense, in 
less time, oninferior soil, with inferior labour and less risk, than it would be possibie 
with the methods of agricultural colonisation customary and necessary elsewhere. 
In a few years the Herz] Forest would already yield an annual profit of about 
300,000 marks (£15,000), and this would-continue for centuries. Its plantation would, 
therefore, mean not only a powerful advancement and acceleration of our work of 
settlement and of the re-afforesting of Palestine, but it would also provide us with 
the means of influencing the intellectual development of the country. and so of 
devoting attention to'a sphere of activity that has been far too much neglected 
hitherto. 

The appeal we venture to make, therefore, is to organise memorial celebrations 
on the anniversary of Herzl’s death, in which friends mavy fortify and edify themselves 
by his lofty example, and collect contributions unremittingly for the Herzl Forest. 
We hope that this imperishable monument to the departed leader upon ancestral soil 
may speedily flourish in the land of Israel and embody our ideal by its vivifying 
for 
x; Let nobody refrain from this duty! Let us remember our duty to Theodor Herz], 
our duty to the Jewish people.

eatin. Mr. N. Bentwich, M A., Mr. Macover, Mr. Greenbaum and others took part. 
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THE HANDEL- MENDELSSOHN FESTIVAL.—This festival at the Crystal Palace 
was brought to a conclusion with a performance of “The Messiah,” which 
formed a fitting climax to a wonderful week. The performance was without 
doubt absolutely the finest ever given at these festivals, and Dr. F. H. Cowen, 
who is responsible for the immense advance made this year, fully deserved 
the ovation that was accorded him-at the close by a large—but still not 
sufficiently large-—-audience. The work of the chorus throughout was musical 
in the best sense of the word, and proved that size need not prevent proper 
expression. Of the choruses, the “ Hallelujah ” chorus was possibly the best, 
and here Dr. Cowen achieved some beautiful effects in tone gradation. Of 
the soloists, Madame Clara Butt was heard to best advantage, her voice 
being apparently intended by nature for such performances. Madame 
Agnes Nicholls and Mr. Ben Davies and Mr. Robert Radford were also 
successful in-overcoming the difficulties of the local and gave fine renderings 
of the numbers allotted to them. Altogether the Festival of 1909 will be 
memorable for the earnestness of those taking part in it to express real 
musical feeling and not display merely a physical tour de force. 


On Sunday evening Mr. Isidore Schwiller’s Ladies’ Choir gave their first 
invitation concert, with the assistance of Messrs. Jean and Isidore Schwiller, 
Jacques Rintel, Miss Edda Borska and other artists, at the concert hall of 
the Emily Harris Home in Alfred Place. A most attractive programme 
was provided and thoroughly appreciated by a crowded audience, whose 
numbers and enthusiasm boded well for the success of future entertainments 
of the kind. The choir sang Mendelssohn's Triolet “ Praise the Lord,” two 
traditional Hebrew melodies, 78) 1? ‘3 and S34 WIN (arranged by Mr. 
Schwiller), and an old-world Madrigal by Michael d’Este in excellent style, 
showing a musical perception and sense of rhythm which does Mr. Schwiller 
infinite credit, and quite charmed the audience. These old melodies possess 
a certain characteristic richness, simplicitv and pathos, essential to all true 
music, that appeals to the inmost heart, which has kept them unchanged by 
the passing of time, and will retain them unforgotten when much of the 
musie of the age will have passed away (one is tempted to add “ mercifully ”’ 
in some eases). Mr. Schwiller deserves all praise for the loftiness of his 
aims und ideals in gathering together and arranging our national airs into a 
work which in reverent hands should become a Jewish classic. The Rev. 
Michael Adler, B.A., who addressed a few words to the audience during the 
interval, mentioned Mr. Schwiller’s desire to increase the number of singers 
as well as the collection of Hebrew melodies, hold regular concert-meetings 
and in fact establish a Jewish choir of some standing in the musical world. 
Mr. Schwiller also acquitted himself admirably as a violinist, displaying a 
svympathetie tone and no little technical mastery in Dvorak’s “* Humoreske,” 
“Valse Bluette,” by Auer, and’ an *“ Andante Lamentoso” (by Mr. F. C. 
Barker, who accompanied), of which a repetition was demanded, and also in

marvellous velocity of technique. On the whole, the ‘cello is not the best 
instrument for technical exhibitions, most of which sound lumbering and 
imperfectly clear by very reason of the ungainliness of the strings com- 
pared to those of the violin, but fortunately for his future success, Dr. 
Barjansky has something beyond mere technical facility, as was demon- 
strated by his playing of “* Elohenu” (a melody by Dr. Gernsheim with more 


than a suggestion of Jewishness about it). 


In this more noticeably than in 


any other solo, he showed a depth of feeling and warm broad tone, which 
told well without being over-coloured and won him the applause of the 
evening from an audience amongst whom such musical notabilities as 
Professor Leopold Auer and Mr. Landon Ronald were to be seen. 

Alice Verlet, in her fourth vocal recital at the Queen’s Hall on 
Saturday, again showed her usual complete control over her voice, and its

At the Queen’s Hall, last week, Herr Fritz Kreisler played the 
Beethoven Concerto with the South Hampstead Orchestra, conducted by 


Mrs. Julian Marshall, solos by Bach, Tartini and Couperin. 


Seldom has 


Herr Kreisler been in such magnificent form, and his playing of the Tartini 
variations especially was a striking example of the differences in mood and 
style, of which a great artist is capable, the splendid breadth and power 


_which he exhibited bringing out, one after another, points of beauty that 


had passed unnoticed on the occasion of. his last recital, when he played the 
same solo in the same hall. His technical display was exquisite—every note 
and touch as perfect as the artistic conception of the whole. 

The last of the series of six symphony concerts, given under the excel- 
lent management of Mr. T. Arthur Russell, took place, on Wednesday week, 
at the Queen’s Hall, when the New Symphony Orchestra, conducted by Mr. 
Landon Ronald, performed Elgar's Symphony, Max Bruch’s G minor Concerto, 
with Macmillen as soloist, and by general request, repeated Sir Charles V. 
Stanford’s Ode to Discord, with Mrs. Henry Wood and Mr. Kennerley 


Rumford as soloists. Elgar’s Symphony, though it gives scope for some | 
splendid tone-contrasts, and, considering the amount of thematic material 


utilised, is brilliantly worked out, yet, on the whole, seems the work of one 
who “ has to say something” rather than that of one who has “ something to 
say.” There are undeniably fine effects in it, and as a piece of orchestration 
it is at times magnificent, but there is no message in it, and it lacks purpose 
even in the capable hands of Mr. Landon Ronald, whose strength of per- 
sonality succeeds in clothing it with vigorous rhythm and originality, brings 
out to the utmost all effects of light and shade, and sways the orchestra 
under his command until they become as a single instrument sensitive to 
his lightest touch. The Max Bruch Concerto afforded an excellent illustra- 
tion of what an orchestral accompaniment can be in the way of support to 
the soloist when the conductor knows exactly when to lead and when to 
follow, when to make a background for the solo and when to swell out and 
coneeal it.. Mr. Landon Ronald thoroughly understands the,splendid Jewish 
swing of the last movement, and, carrying Mr. Macmillen along on the stream 
of his enthusiasm, made the whole thing go with a verve that won the 
applause of the evening. | : 

Of the pianoforte works of Chopin there is probably no more popular 
exponent than Mr. Vladimir de Pachmann, at whose instigation the platform 
was placed in the centre of the arena of the Albert Hall, where he gave a 
most successful recital last week. Opening with Mendelssohn’s rather 
hackneyed Rondo Capriccioso which he gave with graceful fluency, he passed 
through works of Schumann, Liszt, Weber and Henselk to Chopin, with whom 
he seems to have some instinctive sympathy, and whose works he interprets | 
with an intuitive perception and easy mastery that makes them his own. 
Needless to say, his audience was unhoundedly delighted. 

On Tuesday week, at Steinway Hall, Mr. Max Mayer held a recital of 
his songs with the assistanee of Miss Gertrude Lonsdale, Mr. Horatio Connell 
and Mrs. Max Mayer, who took the place of Miss Marie Brema, owing to the 
latter’s indisposition. Of Mr. Mayer's compositions, in which he accompanied 
throughout, all were musicianly and well sung, ‘“ Wer nie sein Brod mit 
Triinen ass” (sung by Mr. Connell) being particularly successful, and a 
repetition was demanded. There is always room for new songs of merit and 
more may be expected to be heard of Mr. Mayer's compositions in the near 
future. 

At Bechstein Hall, on the same evening, Mdlle. Estella Rosetti gave 
her second vocal recital this season, assisted by Dr. 8.G. Rumschiyski at the 
piano. Her programme, which was well arranged, included songs by Wagner, 
Max Reger, Rachmaninoff, Davidoff and Cyril Scott, as well as the inevitable 
group of German “ Lieder ” of either Schubert or Schumann and the Chopin 
pianoforte solos, without which no modern programme seems complete ; 
and Mdlle. Rosetti was received with even more than her previous success. 

On Tuesday week, at the Molian Hall, Mr. Vladimir Cernikoff gave a 
pianoforte recital with the aid of Miss Evelyn Suart (with whom he played 
a Rhapsodie for two'pianos by Florent Schmidt, dedicated to Mr. Cernikoff, 
and two * Valses Romantiques ” of Chabrier) and Miss Jean Watersten, whose 
singing of Rubinstein’s * Es war ein Alter Konig and Rococo Tanzlied ”’ 
by Claro Hoppe was particularly pleasing. The Bach-Tausig Toceata and 
Kugue with which he opened is certainly, in Mr. Cernikofi's hands, a fine 
example of tone-power and technique, but musically is far from satisfactory. 
In marked contrast to this was a seventeenth century rondeau, ** Les Muses 
dans le Foret,” by Chevalier de Flagny, which was given with a refinement 
of expression and delicate light and shade which could pot fail to win the 
warm appreciation of his audience. Beethoven's C Major Sonata was also 
well received, and established the quality of Mr. Cernikoff's pianistic attain- 
ments beyond doubt, but Chopin and Mr. Cernikot! are evidently not in 
sympathy, though the Polonaise afforded the opportunity for an astonishing 
display of finger-strength and dexterity, and the inclusion of the Chopin 
croup was, on the whole, an unnecessary incursion into a school of playing 
which is quite outside Mr. Cernikoff’s style. 

It was rather a curious coincidence that Herr Kubelik who gave his 
second ‘violin recital at Queen’s Hall on Wednesday week, should break his 
KE string while playing Bach’s Chaconne, thereby invoking comparison with 
Mr. Jaeques Thibaud, who met with the same mishap on Saturday week 
while playing the same work. Both artists returned to the beginning of the 
major section on re-starting, but whereas Mr. Thibaud lost no vestige of his 
composure, Herr Kubelik was obviously disyuieted and consequently his 
playing suffered in breadth and purity of tone, though his wonderful tech- 
nical facility remained undisturbed in spite of his evident struggles with the 
refractory string which continued to relax annoyingly throughout the 
remainder of the performance, throwing him unavoidably out of tune when- 
ever a chord involved the use of the open string. Wieniawski’s lesser 
known Concerto in KF sharp minor while welcome as a_ relief 
from the familiarity of most of Wieniawski’s violin music, as a work 
falls far below the second Concerto in D minor, both as regards beauty of 
form and melody, though its characteristically fiery technical passages 
afforded Herr Kubelik plenty of scope for his virtuosity. Its chief melody 
indeed, manifests a certain richness and flowing rhythm, both Jewish charac- 
teristics which he shares with Max Bruch, and which make these composers 
so diflicult to interpret for the majority of violinists. On this occasion, 
however, Herr Kubelik played with a warmth of feeling to which 
he has not hitherto accustomed his audiences, and his emotional 
treatment of Fibich’s Poem called forth a demand for. a_ repe- 
tition. Tschaikowsky’s ‘“Valse-Caprice” which he substituted for 
Hubay s Czardas, marked his first plunge into the world of mere virtuosity, 
in which he is in his element, and the remainder of the programme was spent 
in double Harmonics, impetuous runs, incredible octave-passages and the 
rest of the Paganini stock-in-trade with which he always delights his hearers. 
In response to a double encore he played a Bohemian Dance by Randegger, 
and Dvorak’s well-worn Humoreske. | 

At the Molian Hall on the same day, Miss Ivy Angove introduced a well- 
written Sonata for violin and piano, by Mr. Heury Farjeon, who has already 
had some success as a composer of songs and pianoforte solos, and Mr. 
ee Lowther sang some effective Lieder by Vchusann and George 


In the evening Mr. Richard Epstein gave an excellent concert at the 
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salle Erard, performing for the first time in London, with the assistance of 
ir. Louis Zimmerman and M. Jacques Renard, Sinding’s brilliant Piano Trio 
n C. As a composition this. trio is stormily emotional, but it is so wel 
vyorked out and was played with such musicianly skill, that it could not fail 
o. be interesting. Brahms’ Piano Quintett was also performed, and Mr. 
Epstein played compositions by Raff, Liszt and Brahms with much success. 
At the Molian Hall on Tuesday week, Mr. Victor Benham introduced a 
Sonata of his own composition which proved an attractive addition to the 
programme of his second pianoforte recital. As a composer, Mr. Benham’s 
work is of far greater musical value than as an executant, and much more 
may yet be expected of him. His programme, too, which contained 
Schumann’s Etudes Symphoniques, Beethoven's Sonata Op. 57, the usual 
Chopin group, and several arrangements by Liszt, Wagner and Schubert 
suited him better and was altogether more effective than his previous one. 

At the Bechstein Hall on the same day, Miss Bessie Mark gave a vocal 
recital accompanied by a partof the London Symphony Orchestra, conducted 
by Mr. Renée -Ortmans. Massenet’s “Je marche sur tous les chemins” from 
“Manon,” Verdi's “ Ah! fors e lui,” and an aria from “Lucia di Lammer- 
moor,” were her most successful contributions to the evening’s concert, and 
proved her possessed of a soprano voice of fine volume and flexibility, 
though marred at present by occasional roughnesses and an over-indulgence 
in vibrats, which may have been due to nervousness.

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DISTRIBUTIONS OF PRIZES. 


BERKELEY STREET. 


Mr. H.S. Q. Henriques presided at the annual prize-distribution of the Berkeley 
Street Synagogue Hebrew and Religion Classes last Sunday. Mrs. Henriques, to 
whom a bouquet was presented, distributed the prizes. 


The Rev. Morris JoseruH read the report of the past session's work, which showed 


that there were 37 children on the registers, of which number 20 are children con- 


nected with the congregation. Mention is made of the appointment on the teaching- 
staff of Dr. M. Epstein in place of Mr. L. L. Franks resigned, the other teachers being 
the Misses 8. Hess, E. Berger, 8. Solomon, Eva M. Simon and Amy Salamon; the last 
three in an honorary capacity. : : 

The CuairMan said that he heard with great satisfaction in the Rev. Morris 
Joseph's report of the zealous and efficient services of the teaching-staff—both paid 
and unpaid. It was very pleasing to find in the Jewish community ladies and gentle- 
men who took in hand that work week upon week, work which, even if they were 
paid for it, was necessarily a labour of love. One knew that there had always been a 
difficulty in the Jewish community to find willing helpers, as that kind of communal 
work was notin the fashion, though he hoped before long it would be as fashionable as 
in the Christian Church, where they found plenty of workers for their Sunday 
Schools. The small increase in the attendance led him to hope that the tide was now 
turning and that they could point to an increase year after year. Only a small pro- 
portion of the children of members attended and if they all came the classes would 
become so large that another building would be required to house them, but the 
Executive of the synagogue would only be too willing to do that if it became 
necessary. He was glad to see the large amoynt of attention that was paid to the 
teaching of Hebrew, which was a matter of great importance to present-day Jews. 
Unless Hebrew were taught to the children when young they would as men and 
women be in ignorance of their own language, The knowledge of the ‘Hebrew 
language should for ever be a source of pride to Jews, and it was their bounden duty 
to see that the children of Israel acquired it. Nowadays, when Jews and Christians 
mingled so freely, he knew it to be a great advantage to have some knowledge of 
Hebrew. Equally important was the knowledge of the history of the Jewish people 
as it was that history, common to all Jews, which united Jews all over the world in 
one great bond of sympathy. ne of the traditions of theirsynagogue which was 
well kept up by the classes was that their house was freely opened for instruction 
such as they could give to ali children of Israel, orthodox or reform. They did not 
recognise in Israel any sect at all; the main principle on which the synagogue was 
founded was freedom of thought and freedom of religion. They were called 
Reformers, but they did not call themselves so, and they were not always seeking 
after innovations. He thought their synagogue had furnished in proportion more 
hard and willing workers for the Jewish cause than any other congregation, and he 
hoped that would be maintained in the future. It had been determined to erect in 
the synagogue a memorial to their great minister, who had recently died, but such a 
form of memorial must necessarily be inadequate to the work which he did. The 
real memorial which it should be their duty and their pleasure to give would 
be to continue the devotion of their synagogue to the Jewish religion and cause, and 
he felt sure that as long as they maintained the spirit in which their classes were 
being carried on they would be doing something towards that object. 

The Rev. J. fF. Srgrn proposed a vote of thanks to the teaching staff, alluding to 
the Rev. Morris Joseph as the teacher of not only the Berkeley Street Congregation 
but of all those who took an interest in the development of the Jewish religion. 

Mr. Oswatp J. SiMoN, in seconding the resolution; said that he was glad to 
welcome the Rev. J. F. Stern, and he only hoped that more ministers of other syna- 
gogues would visit them. Aninterchange of pulpits could not fail to have a good 
effect, and he felt sure the time had arrived when it should be brought about. : 

The Rev. Moriis Josern responded. 

The Rey. lsipbore Harris proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. and Mrs. Henriques. 
He said that they had in their Chairman one of the most capable men in the Jewish 

Hle was sure that Mr. Henriques’ excellent speech came from his heart, 
for he pre-occupied his whole life to that exemplary object towards which the work 
of the classes was directed.

SOUTH HACKNEY 

Mr. Fravk I. Lyovs, Chairman of the Union. of Hebréw and Religion Classes 
presided at the annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the South Hackney 
Synagogue Classes, last Sunday. The prizes were handed to the scholars by Mrs. 
Ferdinand Albu. | 

The choir, under the direction of Mr. J. Napper, having sung Boruch Habo., 

Mr. R. Apver, the President of the Classes, in presenting the report, stated that 
the number of children now on the registers was 358, an increase of 26. There were 
80 children whose parents could not afford to pay the small fee of 4d. per week. 

The following is the report of the examiner, the Rev. W. Esterson :-—At the time 
of accepting the invitation which you so kindly extended to me to examine the 
children attending your Religion Classes, I had no idea of the great pleasure and 
treat that were in store for me. One could at once discern that exceptional talent and 
ability had been employed to bring the knowledge of the children to the highest Ppos- 
sible standard of efficiency. In each class there was evidence of work conscientiously 
and thoroughly done. And although in some cases the grammar and translation did 
not quite reach my expectations—which applies equally to the seventh standard—it 
is due, in my opinion, only to a fact which seems a general fault in all schools—that 
the amount of translation attempted is quite out of proportion to the time at the dis- 
posal of the teachers for this subject. However, I cannot but say that the work 
accomplished during the year reflects the greatest credit upon both teachers and pupils. 
With regard to the result of the written examination in the highest standard for the 


- Adelaide Franklin prizes, | cannot express adequately enough the unbounded delight 


which I felt whilst going through the various papers. The answers in history and 
religion were far above my expectations. They were scholarly; they were the pro- 
ducts of little master minds who had grappled the details of their subject with 
absolute thoroughness. It is only fair to Mr. L. L. Franks, the instructor, to say that 
he must have taken an immense amount of trouble to have produced such excellent 
—Lalmost feel inclined to say marvellous—results., 1 must offer a word of congratula- 
tion to your minister, the Rev. G. Isaacs, who so ably superintends the work of ‘this 


exemplary school. 


The CHatrnMAN, in the course of his address, mentioned that the Chief Rabbi 
wrote to say how sorry he was that he was unable to be present, and that he had sent 
his daughter to represent both Mrs. Adler anc himself. He was sure all would join 
him in heartily congratulating the Chief Rabbi on the honour conferred upon him by 
the King.

He was certain that the Union would be all the better for this additional strength. 
Both the Union and those classes would have a great deal to learn from each other 
for their mutual good. — It was, indeed, a most healthy sign of the strength and need 
of the Union, when it was remembered that no pressure was brought upon anyone 
but that all the constituent classes had joined freely and willingly. . He felt therefore 
that the Union was doing work which would live for ever, and he hoped that the 
day was not far distant when all those who were engaged and took interest in 
Hebrew. and religious education would be united into one band working for the 
common good ofall. He expressed his delight at the steady and continued increase 
of these classes. It showed that the classes were well managed and made attractive. 
He hoped that the numbers would go on- increasing and-that- every synagogue class 
in London could show proportionately the same number of children attending, as the 
South Hackney classes. In conclusion, he said he was glad to know that the children 
were encouraged to collect for hospitals and that the Jewish Lads’ Brigade was so well 
supported by their pupils. ‘To the children he offered the advice of keeping together 
working together and helping each other, and so keep the banner, which their 
ancestors had raised, flying.

WEST END HEBREW CLASSES. 


The Hon. Louis Samuel Montagn presided at the annual prize distribution of the 
above classes at the Pulteney Schools, Berwick Street,on Sunday. Mrs. Montagu, to 
whom a beautiful bouquet was presented, handed the awards to the successful pupils. 

Mr. N. Foner, the Superintendent, in presenting his report stated that there were 
98 pupils on the registers with an average attendance of 87. The classes, which are 
divided into four grades, meet for two hours on four evenings a week and on Sunday 
morning. The Revs. L. Mendelsohn and Harris Cohen who visited, the classes 
during the year expressed themselves highly satisfied with the work. ‘The Rev. Dr. 
Joseph Hochman examined the classes at the request of the Committee, and found 
that the work carried on covered efficiently a wide area. 

A number of pupils, having recited in Hebrew, | 

The CuarrMan, in the course of his address, congratulated those of the pupils who 
had recited so well in Hebrew, showing as it did something of the work that was being 
done at the classes. Referring to Talmud Torah schools in general, the Chairman 
remarked that there were people who said that a great strain was put on the children 
by the extra hours they spent in learning in these classes. He thought thatthat wasa very 
cheap form of criticism, a superficial criticism, which anybody could devise ; and this 
criticism by constant repetition was so magnified that those who wished to shirk public 
services grasped at it. ‘hey knew that those children who were hard-worked in the 
schools during the day might find it very hard to learn an extra course of lessons after 
school hours, but he was sure that the Hebrew and Religious lessons which were incul- 
cated into them tended to make them happy and successful after their school life. He did 
not wish to refer solely to the amount of good that was done directly to the child by 
teaching him an extra language, but indirectly by enabling him to cope with other 
subjects with more ease. They had all heard of the brilliant performances of their 
children in the secular subjects at the schools up toa certain age. Subsequently, 
little or nothing more was heard of them. It was strange, he proceeded to say, that 
that always happened when the study of Hebrew and religion was dropped, and with 
that their children, he might say, were brought down to the level of the non-Jewish 
children. It was all very. wel#for those in good circumstances, who had good homes 
for their children, to criticise théir work. But forthe poorer inhabitants those classes 
were a: boon, inasmuch, as were they not established the children who now attended 
them and spent their hours profitably within those walls, would only spend them playing 
in the streets. He deplored the fact that there was no accommodation for girl pupils. 
His wife was President of the only Talmud Torah that existed in London for the 
teaching of girls, and he hoped that she would soon lose that position to get the 
prouder one of being the President of the oldest Talmud Torah for that purpose. 

The prizes having been distributed, 

The Rev. Micwart ADLER, in moving a vote thanks to the examiner, said that so 
good an education did the children receive at the Talmud Torahs, the West End 
Talmud Torah included, that the Special Committee, and subsequently the General 
(‘ommittee of the Jewish Religious Education Board, had come to theconclusion that 
it was absolutely unnecessary for those children who attended them to attend the 
classes Of the Board. In fact those children were not asked to attend, and, what was 
more, Ought not to goto any of.the centres held under-the auspices of the Board. 

The vote was carried. . 

The Rev. Dr. HocuMan, in dcknowledging the vote, emphasised the great need 
for properly equipped teachers for those classes. 

On the motion of Mr. A. M. Wootr, thanks were accorded the teaching stall. 

Mr. Foner replied, and, on the motion of Mr. J. Victor, seconded.by Mr. M.

OLD BOYS’ CLUB.—Members of the Old Boys’ Club mustered in force 
on Monday evening at the formal opening of the premises, 241, Mile End 


Road, by the new President, the Hon. H. L. W. Lawson, who acted as Chair- 


man. Several interested in the club movement attended, including Mrs. A. 
Mosely, Mr. and Mrs. J. G. Marks, Dr. Epstein, Messrs. B.S. Straus, M.P., 
F. Leverton Harris, M.P., Frank Morley, E. Morley, A.\ Lesser, E. Lesser, L. 
Moses and J. M. Amstell. Mr. Martin Mosely, Treasurer of the club, 
explained that the necessary alterations to the building cost £1,000, Thanks 
largely to Mr. Cecil Sebag-Montefiore, ex-President, most of it had been col- 
lected, but there was a deficit of £175. The income of the club made it 
self-supporting, but it was, of course, not possible for the young men who 
composed it to find the sum required for the re-building. The membership was 
170.. Over 100 haa joined since they had entered into possession of their 
present home, The members were made up from those who had been lads at 
the Brady Street, Stepney, and the Victoria Clubs. Mr. F. Leverton Harris, 
in a humorous little speech, paid high tribute to the work of Mr. Cecil 
Sebag- Montefiore for Jewish working lads, which he had seen at many places 
in the East End of London. , 


A HOME O* FRIENDSHIPS. Mr.B.S.Straus was also bright and enter- 
taining in his remarks. He wished the club God-speed in its journey. One 
advantage of such a place was that it brought people together who were 
apart in politics. It made friendships among all sorts and conditions of 
men, friendships which frequently lasted a lifetime. The new Presi- 
dent of the club was also Mayor of the borough, and an_ ideal 
man for that position. He personally Kad attended the club on 


previous occasions, and he was glad to note the manner in which © 


it was conducted. Debates in such clubs enabled the members to hear, 
as they should, both sides of a question. It was well and proper that 
men differed in this country on certain aspects of policy, but he begged the 
members of that club not to bring into their ranks little differences which 
made for cliques’ and schisms. The Chairman said that his election as 
President of that club was another proof of the breadth and tolerance of 
the Jewish community. As they knew, on his fathér’s side he came from the 
Jewish race, but he was not a member of their faith himself. The tolerance 
which placed him in his present position was characteristic of the Jewish 
people in all parts of the Empire. It was to a great extent due to the zeal 
of Mr. Cecil Sebag-Montefiore that they were installed in that building.

A NOTICEABLE ABSENTEE.—He regretted the absence of Mr. Ernest — 


M. Joseph. The death of Mr. Joseph's father was the loss of a man of 
eminence, whose intellect and public spirit had done much for the Jewish 
community. Reverting to the theme of his address, the Chairman observed 
that club-life was a sure sign of harmony and content. Since he had been in 
public life he had made no distinctions of any kind in religion or any other 
matter, and it was in that spirit that he occupied the position of President 
of the Old Boys’ Club. Mr. Lawson then presented to A. Warman, captain 
of the 1st football XL. the shield won by the club for the last four years in 
the Ist Division of the Jewish Athletic Association and to L. Jacobs, captain 


of the 2nd XL, the cup obtained by the club as head of the 2nd Division. He

Mr. E. M. Hallenstein proposed a vote of thanks 
to the Chairman, which was seconded by Mr. N. Deitchman. The original 
programme included the presentation of a framed address and a silver table- 
flower-holder to Mr. Ernest M. Joseph, as a wedding present and in recogni- 
tion of his work as Chairman of Committee since the club was started five 
years ago.

A RAMBLE.—For those who neither spend their week-end leisure in 
cricket and football, the pleasurable, entertaining and instructive pastime 
of rambling may be confidently recommended. Highgate to Hadley Wood 
would make a very enjoyable ramble, e distance being about six 
miles. The following is one of the nicest routes that can be taken. 
When at Highgate Station, which can be reached either by train from 
Moorgate Street or from King’s Cross or Broad Street Stations, the 
“rambler” should go forward a little way to the Woodman Tavern, which 
turns right into Muswell Hill Road. Some two hundred yards from this is a 
gateway on the left. Enter at this and take the first path on the right. At 
the end of the wood, return rightward to the road, and bearing leftward, go 
on up the hill to Fortis Green church on the right. 
up a shaded lane, and in a quarter-of-a-mile bear to the right. Go straight 
ahead, avoiding the right-hand turning, a third of a mile beyond till a 
tratlic road is reached. Turn to the left fora half-a-mile up the hill into the 
Hamlet of Colney Hatch. When at the Orange-tree Tavern, go straight on 
by the road to Whetstone and Barnet, until a white swing-gate on the right 
is reached, adnitting to two field paths. Proceed down the left-hand path, 


and when it emerges into a road, turn leftward to a lane going to the right, 


which brings one to East Barnet. Turn down this lane until opposite a farm- 
house, when is seen on the left two stiles admitting to «-fferent field-paths. 
Take the farther path, and bearing rightward to the further corner of the 
second field, follow it as far as East Barnet Church. There, turn to the left, 
nearly three hundred yards to a field-path on the right, indicated as leading 
to Cock Fosters. Follow this path into a lane, where turn to the right 
150-yards to the gate of a field-path on the left and take this to its outlet at 
Cock Fosters Church. There follow the lane to the left; and within a 
quarter-of-a-mile, a little beyond the Cock Tavern, bear to the left through 
a gate into the Exustern corner of Hadley Wood. A little further on is High 
Barnet Station, whence trains go to Broad Street or King’s Cross.

THE SEVENTEENTH OF TAMUZ. 


Next Tuesday is a sad anniversary for us Jews: 
We have good reason to make it a day of fasting. It 
_begins the three weeks which mark the blackest 
period in the Jewish calendar, for it was between 
the 17th of Tamuz and the 9th of Ab, which com- 
pletes the “three weeks,” that the disasters fell upon 
Israel which ended inits utter annihilation as anation- 
It was on the 17th Tamuz that Nebuchadnezzar, the 
King of Babylon, after having besieged Jerusalem 
for nearly two years, broke down the temple walls. 
Many years after, when the Jewish nation 
for a second time was to be destroyed, the Seven- 
teenth of Tamuz saw an enemy, this time under the 
Roman Titus, successfully break down the walls of 
Jerusalem. Although some two thousand years 
have elapsed since these sad happenings, so loyal is 
the Jew’s memory for his nationality that year by 
ear he celebrates the anniversary of its defeat by 
ting as day by day he prays for its restoration. 


THE BOYHOOD OF CHANOCH.

This is a true story about a Jewish boy who was born 
in Persia more than 900 years ago. 

You must know that for a very long time the most 
famous Jews lived in Persia, or Babylonia, as the country 
was named in ancient times. The great Babylonian 
Talmud was written there. When this Talmud was 


finished, the schools in Persia continued to enjoy a great 


fame. Besides its splendid schools, Persia had other 
advantages for the Jews. Under the rule of the Moham- 
medans the Persian Jews were allowed much liberty ; in 
fact, they had a sort of independent government of their 
own. They had at their head, not only teachers, called 


Gaons—that is, ‘ Excellencies”—but they had a political | 


chief called “Prince of the Exile.” Jews who lived outside 


Palestine called themselves “ exiles.” 

This Jewish Prince was usually very rich, and some- 
times also learned. He had beautiful gardens and orchards, 
and a palace to live in. He was so hospitable that he had 
@ great many guests at his table every day. You can 
imagine how interested the =“ Chanoch must have been 
whenever he was told that the Prince was going to pay a 
visit to the Caliph of Bagdad. The Prince rode ona horse, 
and wore a robe of embroidered silk. On his head he had, 
not only a fine turban, but also a diadem. Jews and 
Mohammedans went with him on foot or on horseback, a 
great crowd of musicians played and sang choruses, and 
a crier walked in front shouting in Arabic, “Make way 
before our lord, the son of David.” Chanoch must have 
had many chances of seeing the Prince in private also, 
because his father, Moses, was one of the chief teachers in 
Persia. 

But the time came when the Persian Schools no 
longer were as popular as they had been. The truth is 
that more and more Jews were settling in Europe, and, 
therefore, the Jews of Persia, which is in Asia, could not 
expect that they would continue to hold the first place 
among the Jews of influence. Besides, the Mohammedan 
rulers were no longer so friendly, and the Babylonian 
Jews themselves were not always on as good terms with 


a Cordova. Moses kindled the flame of the Law 
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one another as they might have been. In orderto improve 
this state of affairs, four men, including the father of 
Chanoch, were sent to Europe to try to get not only money, 
but also what is called “ moral’’ support. The result of 
the journey was the very reverse. ‘The four messen- 
gers really helped to found famous schools in Europe, and 
thus the power of the Persian Jews was further weakened. 
This was good in the end for the Jews, for the European 
Jews became even more famous than the Babylonians, and 
did much both for Judaism and for the world at large. 

But what you are to hear now, is about the voyage of 
these messengers. It was a very unpleasant trip. Moses 
took his wife and his son with him, but I do not think that 
he would have done so had he known what was going to 
happen. They had not long been at sea when the vessel 
was captured by pirates. Moses, his wife and his son, were 
treated as slaves. The captaiy of the ship was especially 
unkind to Chanoch’s mother. ©ne day she very much 
astonished her husband by asking him a strange question. 
She said “If anyone is drowned at sea, does he go to 
heaven?” Moses did not understand why she asked this; 


but he said that God gathers the dead from the sea as well . 


as from the land, and that no matter how or where any 
one dies God can save him and take him to Himself. 
“Then, farewell, my husband and my son!” she cried, and 
without a sigh she threw herself into the sea to escape 
from the pirate. Poor Chanoch! His troubles seemed to 
have reached their height, but there was something else 
unpleasant in store for him. ee 

For when the ship arrived at the port, Moses and 
Chanoch were dressed in the clothes of slaves. They were 
taken to Cordova, a beautiful city in Spain, where many 
Jews lived. Here Moses and his son were exposed for sale 
in the slave market. But when Moses saw several of his 
brethren pass by, he never spoke a word. He would not 
give a hint that he was a famous Rabbi in order to be 
redeemed. Why not? Because there is a very noble rule 
in the Mishnah that no-one may make a selfish use of his 
religion in order to gain advantage for himself. But he 
was redeemed all the same, for the Jews of Cordova 
ransomed all Jewish slaves, and Moses and Chanoch were 
bought with the rest and set at liberty. 

Chanoch must have been a funny boy if he did not 
enjoy his first walk in the streets of Cordova. It was a 
very lovely place. The Moors had built fine palaces and 
had planted gardens; they had spanned the river with a 
noble bridge of seventeen arches, which sll stands to this 
day. The Moors were clever artists, and they knew more 
science and medicine than any other people at that time. 
The Jews of Cordova were happy in the midst of these 
beautiful and civilised surroundings. They were 
employed by the Caliphs as statesmen and.as physicians. 
They filled public offices of great trust. ‘There was only 
one thing wanting, there was no great Jewish School in 
Oordova. Now was it not a fortunate thing that just 


what they wanted hadcometo them’? They soon found out 


that the slave Moses was a great man, and the Rabbi of 
Cordova unselfishly said that they must take Moses as 
their chief instead of himself. Under Moses, the school at 
Cordova soon became famous. Great men flocked there 
from all parts, and Spain became the centre of the Jewish 
world. 

Thus Chanoch must have found some comfort for his 
sorrows. He can never have forgotten his mother’s brave 
and sad end. His own youthful sufferings must have 
haunted him in after life. But as he grew up hemust have 
geen that it was God’s purpose that his father should be 
enslaved and brought to Spain in order to spread Judaism 
in Europe, and help on the time when the knowledge of 
God shall fill the earth asthe waters cover the sea. It 
must have been a consolation to Chanoch that his father, 
and he himself, did so much good to somany people. They 
had entered Cordova as slaves, with a great sorrow in 
their hearts; but their coming brought light and joy to 
there, and 
it shone on and on even after his death} for when Moses 
died, Chanoch took his father’s place at the head of the 


school.
